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More Skiers and Snowboarders are Visiting Canadian Ski 
Areas

ether it’s to get away from the daily grind, rest 
and relax, discover different cultures, broaden their 
horizons, visit friends who live far away, enjoy a 
change of scenery or just for work, people are travelling to 
other countries in ever increasing numbers. For some of them, 
the urge to pack their bags and go abroad springs from a thirst 
for adventure and a desire to participate in sports. 

That explains why, when the annual blanket of snow falls 
over Canada and its 250 ski areas, thousands of foreigners 
stream across our borders. More and more visitors, both from 
overseas and from the United States, are coming to Canada to 
go downhill skiing or snowboarding. While many people equate 
winter with cold and discomfort, others — fortunately — can’t 
wait for it to arrive. 

Over the last 20 years, the Canadian ski industry has 
undergone a number of major changes. Having suffered some 
setbacks, it had to make adjustments and take a more 
innovative, creative approach in order to survive. Now the long 
years of hard work seem at last to be paying off. All indications 
are that 1998-99 was an excellent year for the industry. 

In the first part of this study, we will explore the develop- 
ment of the ski industry in Canada, after taking a short historical 
detour. 

In part two we will examine the characteristics of American 
travellers who visited Canadian ski areas (to ski or snowboard) 
during an overnight stay in Canada in the winter of 1998-99. 
We will also touch briefly on the market situation in comparison 
with the two previous winters. 

Lastly, we will take a quick look at some characteristics of 
the overseas skier/snowboarder and at their contribution to the 
Canadian economy. 


Introduction 


Developed as a sport by the British in the 1880s, skiing gained 
popularity by leaps and bounds, particularly in the 1960s, 1970s 
and 1980s. It is estimated that during that period the number 
of skiers in the world expanded by 10% to 15% a year.' Since 
then, however, the pace of growth has been much more modest. 
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In fact, this rather young and dynamic 
sport has reached maturity much faster 
than the army of developers had expected. 
The fact that it is an expensive sport has 
been and certainly remains a major 
growth-inhibiting factor. In any case, the 
slowdown in the ski market had a serious 
impact on many businesses in the tourism 
industry, including manufacturers of 
clothing, boots and accessories, resort and 
hotel developers, and lift operators. As if 
this slump had not sufficiently weakened 
the market, the 1981-83 disaster in North 
America nearly finished it off. Those 
years saw a combination of snowless 
winters and economic recession that 
wreaked havoc on the ski industry. These 
factors, together with high interest rates 
and soaring gasoline prices, led to a sharp 
decline in the number of visits to ski areas. 

Fortunately, though, the ski market 
fared reasonably well during the years that 
followed, as the number of active skiers 
(people aged 12 or over who ski at least 
three times a month) increased each year, 
peaking at 2.1 million in 1988.7 Between 
1988 and 1990, the market shrank by 13% 
to 1.9 million active skiers. 


The Canadian ski industry 
innovates 


After all these years, it became clear that 
the industry was highly dependent on 
such factors as Mother Nature, the 
economy and a somewhat jaded attitude, 
particularly among young people in 
search of thrills and challenges. Their 
profits having eroded, developers had to 
do something to revitalize the market. 
What the ski industry needed in order to 
regain lost ground was technological 
innovation. So it invested huge amounts 
of money in everything from ski lifts to 
accommodation services and, in parti- 
cular, artificial-snow-making equipment. 
Resort operators realized that they could 
no longer afford to rely on Mother Nature. 
Long periods without snow such as North 
America experienced in the early 1980s 
could have more disastrous consequences 
than an economic recession. 

Between late 1989 and 1995, ski resorts 
in Canada laid out about $450 million to 
purchase snowmakers, install faster ski 
lifts, develop new trails, renovate lodges 
and introduce family services such as 
daycare centres and ski lessons for 
children.? For example, ski schools now 
offer a variety of new, more customer- 


oriented programs, including some 
designed for single-parent families. The 
developers pulled out all the stops — free 
skiing for young children, special daycare 
services, a wide range of accommodation 
choices, and so on — to revive this great 
winter sport. 


New products hit the market 


These initiatives certainly had a salutary 
effect on the market, but a warning sign 
persisted. Many skiers, mostly those in 
their early twenties, were abandoning the 
sport. Something new and exciting was 
needed not only to attract newcomers but 
especially to keep current customers 
interested. The industry had to find ways 
to innovate, to give skiing a facelift. Once 
again, it rose to the occasion, and two new 
products came onto the market: first 
monoskis, then snowboards. 

The popularity of snowboarding has 
been growing steadily in Canada since the 
late 1980s. According to Ski-Presse 
magazine, 30% of the sales of Quebec 
resorts were to snowboarders and 70% to 
skiers in 1998-99. In fact, snowboarders 
are the fastest-growing segment of the 
market, and many ski resorts are now 
providing more space and activities for 
them. A majority of snowboarders are 
under 24. Many of them would probably 
have deserted the slopes if this new sport 
had not been developed. 

The shift from skiing to snowboarding 
has been blamed for the progressive 
decline in the number of skiers in Canada 
since the 1993-94 season.*

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While the number of Canadians who 
ski has decreased, Canadian and foreign 
skiers have been visiting Canada’s ski 
areas more frequently, as shown in the 
table below.

During the 1998-99 season, Canadian 
ski resorts across the country received a 
total of over 17 million visitors. 


Profile of Canadian downhill 
skiers 


In 1999, 57% of skiers in Canada were 
men, and 43% were women;? 68% were 
English speaking, 27% were French 
speakers and 5% spoke other languages. 
The provincial breakdown was as follows: 
Quebec and Ontario had the largest 
numbers of skiers, with 29% and 30% 
respectively; British Columbia and 
Alberta were next, with 16% and 12%. 
The 35-49 age group had the highest 
proportion of skiers (29%). 

Twelve per cent of Canadians aged 12 
and over have tried downhill skiing at 
least once, and roughly half of them go 
skiing at least three times a month.f 


Who are Canadian 
snowboarders? 


According to Print Measurement Bureau 
estimates, 72% of Canadian snow- 
boarders are between 12 and 24 years of 
age. The most active snowboarders, those 
who engage in the sport at least four times 
a month, are between 12 and 17. Only 9% 
of all snowboarders are between 35 
and 49. 
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Winter tourism benefits since, even 
though Canadians make up most of the 
customer base, more foreigners are 
discovering Canada and coming here to 
ski or snowboard on our magnificent 
mountains. In the winter of 1998-99, 
people from other countries made a total 
of 723,000 visits to Canadian ski areas. 
Americans account for 67% of that 
total and represent the largest foreign 
contingent. 


The American market 


Ten per cent of American visitors who 
stayed in Canada for at least one night 
during the 1998-99 season went down- 
hill skiing or snowboarding. That is an 
increase of three percentage points from 
the previous winter. 

In 1998-99 American tourists made a 
record high of more than 480,800 over- 
night visits to Canadian ski resorts, during 
which they pumped about $348 million into 
the Canadian economy (Table 1). These 
results are substantially higher than the 
figures for the previous winter (1997-98): 
the number of visits was therefore up 
66%, and spending jumped by 54%. 
While all four of the provinces that are 
popular ski-holiday destinations benefited 
from this growth, Ontario enjoyed the 
largest gain (Table 1), which more than 
compensated for the decline it suffered 
in 1996-97 and 1997-98. 


The big favourite: British 
Columbia 


In British Columbia, skiers and snow- 
boarders have a very appealing variety 
of resorts to choose from, including 
Whistler/Blackcomb, Panorama, Big 
White and Silver Star. According to the 
Ski Magazine’s readers, the Whistler/ 
Blackcomb resort was ranked first among 
ski resorts in North America in 1999 
ahead of Sun Valley, Idaho, Deer Valley, 
Utah, and Vail and Aspen, Colorado. The 
competition is fierce, though, as Colorado 
and Utah boast the best ski venues and 
conditions in the United States. More- 
over, the Whistler village is build directly 
at the foot of the ski slope like the skiers 
want it.

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British Columbia plays host to the 
largest number of American tourists 
who like sports involving ski or snow- 
boarding. In fact, 56% of members of the 
latter group who visited Canada to 
indulge their passion selected British 
Columbia as their destination (Table 1). 
In the winter of 1998-99, American 
visitors to British Columbia spent over 
$213 million (61% of their total expen- 
ditures in Canada). Although receipts 
from American visitors were up a healthy 
40% compared with the previous winter, 
the national percentage was down. It was 
Alberta that gained, as its share, though 
still modest, jumped from 9% to 15% over 
the same period. 

A large portion of British Columbia’s 
visitors come from Washington State. In 
1998-99, visitors from Washington 
accounted for 45% of the provincial total 
(Table 2), up six percentage points from 
a year earlier. Washington is by far the 
biggest source of foreign skiers visiting 
Canada. The increase in the number of 
Washington visitors put a little more cash 
in British Columbia’s economy, as their 
expenditures rose from $32 million to 
$51 million over the same period. 

The number of tourists is not necessarily 
a good indicator of the benefit to the 
industry, it may be misleading if it is used 
to measure the economic impact. For exam- 
ple, Washington was the source of 45% 
(Table 2) of all ski trips to British Columbia 
from the United States, but it provided only 
24% (Table 4) of the province’s receipts 
from that form of tourism. 

California residents are British 
Columbia’s second largest market, 
accounting for 12% of visits and 15% of 
receipts in 1998-99. 

With 24% of the market, Quebec is 
the second most popular province for 
American skiers, well ahead of Ontario 
and Alberta (Table 1). 

Quebec has about 100 ski resorts, 
mostly in the Laurentians, the Quebec 
City area and the Eastern Townships. 

Among the regional ski resorts, skiers 
can choose between Le Massif, located 
90 kilometres from the capital; Mont 
Sainte-Anne, which features a main ski 
complex with various accommodation, 
food and beverage, and entertainment 
options; and Stoneham, a large mountain 
with a vertical drop of 400 metres. 

The Eastern Townships, with Owl’s 
Head, Sutton, Orford and Bromont 
mountains, are also a popular destination.

Next to Ontario, primarily the Ottawa- 
Toronto corridor, the northeastern United 
States is Quebec’s biggest ski market. 

In the Laurentians, Mont-Tremblant 
remains one of the most important Cana- 
dian destinations on the international 
market. The village of Mont-Tremblant, 
one of the area’s most picturesque locations, 
has a multitude of hotels, motels, inns, 
condominiums and other tourism facilities 
to offer. 

In the 1998-99 season, 40% of the 
American skiers who schussed down 
Quebec’s slopes came from New Jersey 
(Table 2). Another 15% and 11% of them 
were from Massachusetts and New

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York State respectively. American skiers 
spent a total of $68 million in Quebec, 
57% more than a year earlier. Although 
there are many ski hills in the United 
States, Americans are attracted to Quebec 
by the differences between the two 
cultures, the quality of the snow, and the 
American dollar’s high exchange rate. 
These factors have long been understood 
by industry developers. 

The province with the most stable 
market share across the 1996-97, 1997-98 
and 1998-99 seasons was Quebec. 

In Alberta, skiers can choose from 
Lake Louise ski resort, Sunshine Village 
resort, or Mount Norquay. 
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In Banff National Park, less than two 
hours’ drive of Calgary in the Rocky 
Mountains south west of Alberta, the ski 
season can last until May on its 6,000 
acres of downhill and cross-country trails. 
In 1998-99, Alberta welcomed 9% of all 
American visitors who went skiing in 
Canada and pocketed 15% of the receipts 
from those visits (Table 1). 

The number of American visitors who 
spent time at Alberta’s ski resorts soared 
between 1997-98 and 1998-99. Average

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expenditures per visitor were also up, 
jumping from $919 to $1,227 over the 
same period. In fact, Alberta was the only 
province that recorded an increase in 
average spending per visit; the national 
average fell from $780 in 1997-98 to $723 
in 1998-99. 

California was Alberta’s biggest market 
last winter, accounting for 17% of all visits 
to the province (Table 2) and, more impor- 
tantly, a quarter of the province’s receipts 
(Table 4) from this type of tourism.

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While it is the smallest of Canada’s 
four major markets, Ontario managed to 
double its share of visitors and receipts 
between 1997-98 and 1998-99. It is 
important to note, however, that like 
Alberta, Ontario suffered a sharp decline 
in visits by American skiers between 
1996-97 and 1997-98. Nevertheless, in 
1998-99 Ontario had twice as many 
visitors as in 1996-97. This province had 
the most heavily concentrated market in 
Canada: Michigan accounted for 78% of 
its ski visitors (Table 2) and 74% of its 
receipts in 1998-99 (Table 4). 


Spending less time in 
Ontario, more time in Alberta 


Americans who visit Ontario stay the 
shortest amount of time. In 1998-99, 
74% of them stayed only two-to-three- 
nights (Chart 1). By comparison, 45% of 
American visitors to Alberta stayed seven 
to nine nights, and 37% of them four to 
six nights. In fact, stays in Alberta were 
longest, which partly explains the fact that 
average spending per stay is so high 
(average expenditure per night is also 
the highest in the country). In British 
Columbia, four-to-six-night visits are 
most common, followed by two-to- three- 
night visits. Finally, over three quarters 
of stays in Quebec by American visitors 
were for four to six nights. 


Most Americans drive to 
Quebec 


In the 1998-99 season, three out of four 
Americans who took ski holidays in 
Quebec used their cars. This is due 
primarily to the proximity of their homes 
to their destination. Air travel was most 
common in Alberta, as 72% of American 
visitors took a flight in order to reach the 
ski resorts they planned to visit. Finally, 
29% of Americans travelling to Ontario 
arrived by coach. 


More singles travel to Alberta 


While the composition of travel groups 
was surprisingly diverse in every province, 
Ontario had a very different market from 
the rest of Canada. Groups of three adults 
or more were the most common arrange- 
ment, regardless of the province visited 
(Chart 2). In 1998-99, 54% of Americans 
who went skiing or snowboarding in 
Quebec travelled in such groups. Quebec 
had the highest percentage, while Ontario 
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had the lowest (31%). The second most 
frequent combination, in all provinces 
except Ontario, was groups of two adults. 
The proportion accounted for by such 
groups ranged from 18% in Alberta to 
29% in British Columbia. By contrast, a 
mere 1% of American visitors to Ontario 
travelled in groups of two adults. 
Travelling alone was most common in 
Alberta (16% of visitors). For the other 
provinces, the proportion varied between 
7% and 8%. An arrangement popular in 
Ontario was groups of three adults or 
more with children (28% of tourists). 
Groups of one adult with one or more 
children were most prevalent in Ontario; 
20% of the province’s visitors were 
members of such groups. In the other 
provinces, this arrangement was almost 
non-existent. 


First quarter is more popular 


Broken down by quarter, the ITS esti- 
mates show that eight out of ten American 
tourists who went skiing or snowboarding 
in Canada did so in January, February or 
March 1999. The remaining 20% visited 
Canada in October, November or December 
1998. There were substantial differences 
among the provinces. Although visits to 
Quebec were more common between 
January and March, 42% took place in the 
fourth quarter of 1998, compared with 
only 10% for British Columbia. The 
corresponding figures for Alberta and 
Ontario were 23% and 19%. 


Pleasure travel, of course! 


A large proportion (82%) of American 
visitors who went skiing or snowboarding 
in Canada were travelling primarily for 
pleasure. The proportion was lowest in 
Ontario, at only 60%, compared with 86% 
for British Columbia (Chart 3). Some 
Americans took time out during business 
trips to hit the slopes; this was most 
prevalent in Alberta (7% of travellers). 
Ontario had the highest proportion (11%) 
of American travellers who went skiing 
during a trip to visit relatives or friends. 


More young families visit 
Ontario 


Thirty-six per cent of Americans who 
visited Quebec in the winter of 1998-99 
were between 45 and 54 years of age; this 
was the highest percentage for any one

age group. One quarter of Quebec’s 
American visitors were between the ages 
of 15 and 19, a much higher proportion 
than in any other province (Table 5). In 
Alberta, the 25-34, 35-44 and 45-54 age 
groups each accounted for about a fifth 
of the American visitors. The pattern was

similar for British Columbia, except that 
the proportion was slightly higher in the 
35-44 age group. Young children (age 2 
to 11) made up a large proportion (23%) 
of the American visitors to Ontario. Few 
travellers to that province were over 44.

In all, there were roughly 1.5 million 
visitors from overseas in the winter of 
1998-99. Proportionately more overseas 
visitors than American visitors went 
skiing while in Canada. About 242,600 
of them, or 16%, reported going skiing at 
some point during their stay. That 
percentage (13%) was the same as in the 
1997-98 season. 

The number of ski trips by overseas 
visitors was up 4% from the previous 
season and 11% from 1996-97. 

Travellers from overseas who reported 
visiting Canadian downhill ski areas spent 
some $320 million during their stays in 
1998-99. Of that total, 58% was spent in 
British Columbia, 23% in Alberta, 9% in 
Quebec and 8% in Ontario. 


Many visitors from the United 
Kingdom 


By far the largest number of overseas 
visitors, Britons accounted for the highest 
proportion of ski travel expenditures in 
Canada: 40% in 1998-99 (Chart4). 
Japanese travellers ranked second, though 
this market has slumped badly. Visitors 
from Japan contributed only 13% of total 
expenditures in Canada in 1998-99, 
compared with a third in 1996-97. 

Australians made up 10% of all 
overseas visitors and accounted for 6% 
of spending in Canada. The Mexican 
market, though small, is growing fast. 
Mexicans’ share of ski trip expenditures 
in Canada was 6% in 1998-99, compared 
with just 1% in 1996-97. 


Ontario and Quebec equal in 
popularity 


About half of all skiers from overseas 
visited resorts in British Columbia in 
1998-99. Twenty-three per cent of them 
went to Alberta, while Ontario and 
Quebec each had a 13% share (Chart 5). 
A large majority of Alberta’s overseas 
visitors were from the United Kingdom. 
Alberta was the only province with a 
heavily concentrated market. Britons 
accounted for 69% of the province’s 
receipts and for 36% of British Columbia’s 
receipts. 

Furthermore, during the 1998-99 
season, skiers from overseas stayed in

Canada for an average of 10 days, during 
which they spent an average of $1,318 
(Table 7). Average stay and average 
expenditure were slightly higher than a 
year earlier. Average spending in 1998-99 
was highest in British Columbia, at 
$1,588. 

While there is every reason to believe 
that Canada’s ski travel market for foreign 
visitors is expanding, international travel, 
both here and elsewhere, may slump at 
the end of 1999. In fact, it is a fairly safe 
bet that all the “hype” about festivities 
and trips to celebrate the arrival of the 
new century will produce neither the 
significant increase in international travel 
nor the business windfall that travel 
agents, transportation companies and 
wholesalers had hoped for. Yet, only a few 
weeks before the momentous event, extra 
flights to the most popular destinations 
remain empty. Many people were un- 
doubtedly discouraged by the cost. 
What’s more, the Y2K bug was taken 
seriously, and many employers, both in 
Canada and in other countries, ordered 
their staff to remain available for work. 

However, strong domestic demand 
will probably prevail, especially given 
the continued low value of the Canadian 
dollar and the possibility that Canadians 
may stay close to home, in light of the 
many uncertainties created by the con- 
troversy surrounding the arrival of the 
new millennium and other problems.

Domestic Travel 
Second Quarter 1999 


Canadians made 36.4 million trips within 
Canada in the second quarter of 1999, up 
8.2% (2.7 million trips) compared with 
the second quarter of 1998, and the most 
trips recorded since the second quarter of 
1996 — the first year this type of com- 
parison can be made. 

An exceptionally warm spring in 
Canada, an unfavourable Canada-U.S. 
exchange rate for Canadians and the 
continued consumption of goods and 
services, albeit at a less frantic pace, may 
have led Canadians to travel more within 
the country. Travellers in the 45-54 age 
bracket made the most trips, accounting 
for 42% of the increase of 2.7 million trips 
in the second quarter. 

The 32.3 million trips taken by Cana- 
dians within their own province (intra- 
provincial travel) were responsible for the 
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increased number of trips taken in the 
second quarter of 1999. This type of travel 
increased 9.6% over the same quarter a 
year earlier, whereas inter-provincial 
travel declined 1.9% to 4.1 million trips. 

Total expenditures for all domestic 
travel in the second quarter of 1999 
reached $4.7 billion, up 5.6% over the 
same quarter in 1998. This increase was 
only slightly higher than the increase in 
the cost of travel, which was 5% for the 
same period. The 17.0% increase in 
expenditures for intra-provincial travel 
was somewhat mitigated by a 9.6% drop 
for inter-provincial travel. This decrease 
was due in part to fewer inter-provincial 
travellers and in part to reduced expen- 
ditures by travellers on lodging (18.4%) 
and on food and beverages purchased in 
restaurants and bars (26.3%). Total 
expenditures for intra-provincial travel in 
the second quarter of 1999 came to $3.0 bil- 
lion, compared with $1.7 billion in expen- 
ditures for inter-provincial travel. 

The split between overnight trips 
(18.1 million) and same-day trips (18.3 mi- 
llion) was nearly even in the second 
quarter of 1999. There was a greater 
increase in same-day trips (12.7%) in the 
second quarter, whereas overnight trips 
increased by only 4.0% over the same 
quarter a year earlier. Average expen- 
ditures during overnight trips were 
$205 per person and $74 per person each 
night for an average length of 2.8 nights. 
Four out of ten nights were spent in 
accommodations deemed commercial. 
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Characteristics of 


International Travellers 
Second Quarter 1999 


International travel to Canada slowed 
sharply in the second quarter of 1999 
compared with the same period a year 
earlier as visits from both the United 
States and Canada’s traditional European 
markets eased off. 

In total, just under 5.0 million inter- 
national tourists made overnight trips to 
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Canada between April and June 1999, up 
1.2% from the same quarter in 1998. This 
contrasts sharply with increases in the 
first quarter (11%) and in 1998 overall 
(7%). 

This was the first sign of weakening 
in the U.S. travel market following four 
quarters of year-over-year double-digit 
increases. Overseas travel to Canada 
increased 2.2% to 1.1 million, the second 
consecutive quarterly increase. 

Tourism from the United States 
declined 3% in Ontario and 4% in New 
Brunswick during the second quarter. 
Otherwise, it increased slightly or 
remained stable in other regions. Quebec 
recorded the largest increase in American 
visitors (8.6%), the result of increased 
visits from the New England states. 

Overnight visitors from the United 
States injected almost $1.8 billion into 
the Canadian economy in the second 
quarter of 1999, up 3.3% over the same 
period in 1998. 

American air travel to Canada expanded 
just 0.4% in the second quarter, after 
posting four years of stellar growth. 
Automobile trips increased 2.3% over the 
same period. 

Visitors from countries other than the 
United States took 1.1 million trips to 
Canada between April and June, a 2.2% 
increase over the same quarter a year ago. 
This came on the heels of a 9.4% im- 
provement in the first quarter of 1999. 
Asian travel to Canada expanded 6.2%, 
the second positive movement in Asian 
traffic since the winter of 1997. Over- 
night trips from Europe expanded a 
modest 1.2%, as most European currencies 
lost value against the Canadian dollar. 

Overseas visitors spent $1.3 billion in 
the second quarter of 1999, 5.3% more 
than in the same quarter of 1998. 

Meanwhile, overnight trips by Cana- 
dians to the United States rose 0.1% to 
3.5 million in the second quarter of 1999, 
bringing a halt to the decline that began 
in the fourth quarter of 1996. 

Canadians made a record 950,000 
second-quarter overseas trips (2.4%), 
continuing the growing but slowing trend 
in Overseas outbound travel. They spent 
$1.4 billion during these trips, a 1.7% 
gain over the same quarter in 1998. 
Although visits to European destinations 
declined overall, there was a 7.2% growth 
in the number of Canadians visiting the 
United Kingdom during the second 
quarter of 1999. 
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International Travel 


Account 
Third Quarter 1999 
(preliminary) 


The international travel account deficit fell 
from a revised $525 million in the second 
quarter to just under $500 million in the 
third quarter of 1999, mostly due to a 
decrease of Canadian spending south of 
the border. 


In total, Canadians spent $4.1 billion 
outside the country during the third 
quarter of 1999, down slightly from the 
previous three months. Meanwhile, 
foreigners spent $3.6 billion in Canada, 
unchanged from the second quarter. 


Decrease in Canadian 
spending south of the border 


Despite a 3.7% increase in the number 
of Canadian overnight trips to the United 
States, Canadian spending south of the 
border decreased from the previous 
quarter to just under $2.5 billion. During 
the same period, the Canadian dollar lost 
1.5% over the American dollar, from an 
average of US$0.68 in the second quarter 
of 1999 to an average of US$0.67 in the 
third quarter of 1999. 

American travellers, for their part, 
spent $2.2 billion in Canada between July 
and September 1999, up slightly from the 
previous quarter. The number of over- 
night trips by Americans to Canada 
remained practically unchanged from the 
previous quarter (0.1%).

The TPI rises 5.1% from the 
same period last year 


In the third quarter of 1999, consumers 
experienced a 5.1% increase in the cost 
of goods and services in the Travel Price 
Index basket compared to the same 
quarter in 1998. This was the sharpest 
increase for a third quarter since 1991. 
Inter-city transportation had the highest 
cost increase, climbing 8.5%. Consumers 
spent 23% of their travel budget on this 
single item in the third quarter of 1999. 
The other two items, accounting for 17% 
and 19% respectively of the traveller’s 
pocketbook, recorded increases of 6.7% 
and 6.2% respectively. These items were 
the use of automotive vehicles and 
traveller’s accommodation. 

Another item on which travellers 
spend a large part of their budget (16.6%) 
is food and beverages consumed in 
restaurants and bars, which rose 1.8%. 
The sharpest increase for a third quarter 
dates back to 1986, when the cost of 
inter-city transportation jumped 22.7%. 


In comparison, the increase in the cost 
of all goods and services, as measured by 
the Consumer Price Index (CPI), reached 
111.1, up 2.2% from the third quarter of 
1998. 


The TPI rises 4.1% from the 
preceding quarter 


The Travel Price Index rose 4.1% in the 
third quarter of 1999 from the preceding 
quarter. During the third quarter of 1998, 
accommodations cost travellers 17.7% 
more, reflecting in part the higher rates 
during the summer season. 

With increases of 3.5% and 2.8% respec- 
tively, operation and rental of automotive 
vehicles were the other two areas that 
experienced the sharpest increases during

the summer of 1999. However, rental of 
automotive vehicles accounts for only 2% 
of total travel expenditures. 

During the third quarter of 1999, the 
cost of all goods and services recorded 
by the Consumer Price Index was up 
0.7% from the previous quarter.

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he traditional family, made up of two spouses with 
children, has changed significantly over the last two 


decades. The statistics on the family speak for them- 
selves. The proportion of lone-parent families is steadily in- 
creasing, the number of legal marriages is declining and the 
number of common-law marriages is on the rise. Moreover, 
divorce is on the increase and the number of remarriages has 
grown considerably. The traditional family is no longer the 
predominant type of Canadian family. Lone-parent families, 
common-law families and blended families are increasingly 
common. 

This same period has seen the ageing of baby boomers. They 
have slowly moved from the young family stage to the “empty 
nest” stage, when the children have left home. The stickers 
seen in the rear windows of their cars no longer say “baby on 
board” but rather “life begins at 50.” Because of their demo- 
graphic weight within the Canadian population, they have 
influenced market trends as they have gone through the various 
life stages, and they will continue to do so. 

In this article, we describe, first, the changes that have 
occurred in the family structure. An overview of the demo- 
graphic changes that have marked the period from 1980 to 1998, 
will shed some light on the factors that seem to influence the 
travel market at the start of this millennium. We then paint a 
picture of travel by Canadian families in 1998 compared to 
that of adults travelling alone. In this latter section, we present 
some of the strategies the tourist industry uses to adapt to these 
new markets. 


The changing family structure 


While the vast majority of Canadians live in families, the 
proportion of those who do has slowly declined over the last 
two decades, from 86.6% in 1981 to 84.2% in 1996, while the 
proportion of people living alone has risen from 13.4% to 
15.8% (Table 1). This trend is owing to a combination of "

The family as an institution is not in 
decline; rather, it has become diversified 
over the years. Today, in addition to the 
traditional family, we are seeing more and 
more lone-parent or blended families, 
where the parents of the children have 
married or live common-law. Whereas in 
1981, 11.3% of Canadian families were 
lone-parent families, in 1996 these 
families represented 14.5% (Table 2). 

Diversity is now the norm (Chart 1). 
In 1981, families consisting of married 
couples living with never-married chil- 
dren accounted for more than half of all 
families (55%). Fifteen years later, this 
type of family accounts for just 45% of 
families, and couples (married or living 
common-law) without children at home 
make up more than one third of families 
(35%). 


People are marrying later 


The average age at first marriage conti- 
nues to rise among both men and women. 
People want to complete their education, 
become established in a career, save a 
little money or live together. In 1981, the 
age at first marriage for women was 23.5, 
while in 1996 it was 27.3 years. The 
respective ages for men were 25.7 and 
29.3 (Chart 2). 


Yours, mine and ours 


Blended families—couples who are 
married or living common-law and have 
at least one child from another marriage 
living with them—are increasingly 
common owing to the high rate of divorce 
and remarriage. According to The Vanier 
Institute of the Family', there were 
343,400 blended families in Canada in 
1990, or about 7% of all families raising 
children. In 1995, this figure reached 
431,800, up 26% from 1990. These fami- 
lies tend to be larger than non-blended 
families. In these families, which can be 
described as “yours, mine and ours,” 
where one and sometimes both spouses 
bring one or more children into the union 
from previous relationships and the 
couple have at least a child together, if 
the parents are asked how many children 
they have, the children should also be 
asked how many parents they have. 
Family names, holidays and exchanges of 
gifts, once simple traditions, can become 
complex in the case of these families.

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Making both ends meet 


The financial pressures on families are 
increasing. Whether working full- or part- 
time, for someone else or for themselves, 
more and more women are part of the 
labour force. Thus, the female participa- 
tion rate? was 58.1% in 1998, versus 
51.7% in 1981 (Chart 3). 

Consequently, more and more women 
have two careers, one in the home and 
another in the workplace. While the 
participation rate of married women 
(including common-law) is lower than 
that of never-married women,’ in some 
families both spouses work outside the 
home. In 1996, 7 out of 10 couples with 
children under age 16 had two incomes.* 
While, for some families, the second 
income goes to buy luxury items, for 
others, it is not a choice, but a necessity. 
Society is slowly adapting to this situa- 
tion, although work schedules, hours of 
duty, and school regulations often still 
overlook this reality.

The ageing baby boom 
generation 


While these profound changes were 
occurring in the structure of the Canadian 
family, the cohort of baby boomers, or 
nearly 10 million Canadians born between 
1946 and 1965, was moving through the 
various stages of life. Their needs, tastes 
and behaviours have affected trends all 
along the way. 

In 1981, female baby boomers began 
bringing the children of the boom’s echo 
into the world (Table 3). Consequently, 
in the 1980s, a large number of baby 
boomers were busy raising children and 
“cocooning””—they were happy staying 
at home, renting videos and buying take- 
out food. Now that their children are 
growing up, the baby boom generation is 
slowly emerging from its cocoon. Starting 
in 2001, more and more of them will be 
retiring and the ageing of the members of 
this generation will probably result in the

greatest surge of older travellers on the 
Canadian travel market. 

Owing to the ageing of the population, 
the number of families with children is 
declining slightly. In 1981, 68.2% of 
families had children living at home, 
while in 1996 this proportion had dropped 
to 65.2% (Figure 1). Families whose head 
of household is under age 45 will repre- 
sent barely 44.3% of Canadian families 
in 2001° and 36.7% in 2016. 


The proportion of family 
travel is declining 


One might wonder what effect these 
demographic changes—both the changes 
seen in the family structure and the ageing 
of baby boomers—are having on the 
travel market. For families where both 
parents work, it can sometimes be difficult 
to plan holidays at the same time and get 
together for a trip. In contrast, lone-parent 
families may not be able to afford to 
travel. As for blended families, planning 
a trip can become a fairly complex 
exercise in which getting the schedules 
of the various family members to come 
together can prove a puzzle. 

CTS data show that the proportion of 
family travel in relation to all travel by 
Canadians clearly decreased between 
1980 and 1998, from 42% to 32%. Since 
both parents are working in more and 
more families, it becomes more difficult 
to take the kids along on business trips. 
The demographic changes described 
earlier were certainly a factor in this 
decrease. The economic crisis of the early 
1990s may also have contributed to the 
slowdown in family travel. 


Canadian families travel in 
Canada in appreciably the 
same way as before 


While it accounts for a smaller proportion 
of all travel, the data show that the 
characteristics of family travel by Cana- 
dians have not changed much over the last 
two decades (Table 4). Thus, when they

travel in Canada, Canadian families still 
travel almost always by car. The propor- 
tion of trips by plane and other modes of 
transportation barely changed from 1980 
to 1998. The purposes of their trips 
remained appreciably the same. Visits to 
friends and relatives were up towards the 
late 1980s and early 1990s, at the expense 
of pleasure travel. The economic crisis 
that hit those years may have something

to do with these changes. The proportion 
of family trips whose main purpose was 
business, already low in 1980, dropped 
steadily over this period. Although the 
home of friends or relatives remained the 
most popular type of accommodation, 
given that fewer such visits were made, 
the use of such accommodation was down 
slightly, while stays in hotels or camp- 
grounds were up slightly.

Travel in Canada 


In 1998, adults travelling alone in Canada 
travelled by plane twice as often, and by 
motor coach four times as often, as adults 
travelling with children (Table 5). For the 
latter, the automobile was the preferred 
mode of transportation, accounting for 
over 95% of their travel. It must be said 
that the destination of family trips was 
closer to home; adults travelling alone 
covered an average of 120 kilometres 
more per trip than travellers accompanied 
by children. 

As Table 5 shows, trips by adults 
travelling without children were more 
evenly distributed throughout the year, 
while about 1 in 2 family trips were made 
during the summer time. Compared to the 
latter, the proportion of nights spent in a 
tent or trailer park was higher, while 
adults travelling without children were 
more likely to sleep in the home of 
relatives or friends. 

The main differences between the two 
groups of travellers have to do with 
activities (Table 6). Families are more 
active; excluding attendance at concerts 
or plays and certain activities forbidden 
to children, such as visits to casinos, bars 
or night clubs, family travellers have a 
higher participation rate than adults 
travelling unaccompanied by children. 
Families visited theme parks, zoos, 
national parks and historic sites, partici- 
pated in outdoor and aquatic activities, 
swimming and hiking, far more often than 
did adults travelling alone. 


Travel abroad 


In 1998, 79% of all trips and 88% of 
expenditures by Canadians were made by 
adults travelling without children, versus 
21% of trips and 12% of expenditures 
made by adults travelling with children. 
When they travelled abroad, Canadian 
families chose the United States in 85% 
of cases and headed to overseas destina- 
tions in the other 15%. Adults travelling 
alone chose an overseas destination more 
often, nearly 25% of the time. In both 
cases, Overseas trips were longer or nearly 
17 nights versus 6 for families, and 18 
nights versus 9 for adults travelling alone. 
The transportation expenses and number

of person-nights was higher, the average 
expenditures per trip were greater for 
overseas travel than for travel to the 
United States. Families have appreciably 
the same daily budget whether they travel 
to the United States or overseas, whereas 
adults travelling without children spend 
slightly more per day on overseas trips. 

The car is the most popular mode of 
transportation for both adults travelling 
alone and families, whether travelling in 
the United States or Canada. However, 
families travelling to the United States use 
the car more than do adults travelling 
alone, while the latter use the plane or 
motor coach more often (Table 8). 
Summer is also the most popular season 
for family travel to the United States, 
although over 40% of trips are made in 
the third quarter. 

Families are as active when travelling 
abroad as when travelling in Canada. 
Theme parks, zoos, museums, aquatic and 
outdoor activities remain the activities of 
interest to families both abroad and in 
Canada. As it is the case when travelling 
in Canada, the participation rate for 
activities is higher for families travelling 
abroad than for adults travelling without 
children. 


How the service offering is 
adapting to the clientèle 


Like many Western families, the Canadian 
family is active when travelling, reflecting 
the family routine at home. In its Profiling 
Canada’s Families, The Vanier Institute 
of the Family’ describes a typical day as 
being rather hectic: get up early, have 
breakfast, make the lunches, feed the pets, 
drop the children off at day care and go 
to work. Meetings, phone calls, clients, 
back into traffic jams, pick up the children 
from day care, prepare supper, ballet class 
or hockey practice, baths, homework, 
laundry, parents’ meeting or fitness class, 
and finally, fall asleep in from of the TV. 

Accustomed to this frantic pace of 
living, it is increasingly rare in our day to 
see parents piling the children into the car 
and “tour the Gaspé.” Travel operators 
and agents who target this market will 
have to take refuge in well-defined niches 
in order to protect their market share and

develop the loyalty of their clientèle. The 
rest will have to adapt their products to 
the “greying of America” market—baby 
boomers whose children have left home 
and who will have the time and the money 
for travel that their parents did not have. 
Families are taking more trips than ever, 
but the trips are shorter. The market of 
the getaway of a few days is up,® Adven- 
ture or outdoor travel, cruise or theme 
park, resort or ski centre, the children are 
welcome. Moreover, hotel operators who 
develop products that fit in with the frantic 
pace of life of their clients are becoming 
increasingly “kid-friendly.” 


Just like home... 


It is no longer enough to have a few rooms 
with balloons painted on the walls. Some 
hotels invest considerable sums to offer 
attractive activity programs for children 
of all ages. In addition to menus and 
promotions where the children eat free, 
some hotels even provide milk and 
cookies for the little ones at naptime, as 
well as a selection of interesting books. 

Others have developed even more 
sophisticated facilities, including “youth 
centres” stocked with video games, 
movies, a pool table, table-top hockey, 
and music. Some have opted for a huge 
complex with swimming pool, water 
slides, minigolf, bowling alleys, play 
areas for the little ones and supervised 
activities. 


To each his own... hotel 


Hotels targeting families offer services as 
diverse as the clientéle they are after. In 
1997, the Canadian Tourism Research 
Institute did a study!° on the family

holiday market for various Canadian hotel 
chains. This study identified three seg- 
ments geared to types of families having 
different needs. The first is the destination 
family hotel geared to the youngest 
families who spend more time using the 
facilities and services made available to 
them, such as change table, swimming 
pool, videos, microwave oven and baby- 
sitting. The second is the hotel targeting 
more active families with teenagers. It is 
located near parks, attractions, museums, 
art galleries, theatres and sports centres. 
The third type is the stopover hotel 
located near airports. 


Older travellers in the making 


To hold onto their clientéle, hotels will 
have to grow with it. As baby boomers 
begin to retire, families without children 
at home (empty nesters) will swell the 
market of older travellers, and this age 
group will dominate Canada’s domestic 
travel market. According to a Statistics 
Canada study'! that combines demo- 
graphic forecasts with the participation 
rates and travel characteristics of Cana- 
dians travelling in Canada, the tourist 
industry will have to undergo changes as 
the demographic cohorts age. Following 
are some of the changes this study antici- 
pates: the proportion of adults travelling 
without children will continue to increase, 
leading to an increase in trips by plane, 
train and motor coach; the duration of 
trips should increase; campgrounds will 
see more recreational vehicles than tents 
with young children; hotels will see fewer 
families and more adults travelling alone. 
Activities such as golf and cultural tour- 
ism (visits to museums, art galleries and 


historic sites) should become more 
popular. Hotels geared to the active family 
will be well positioned to take advantage 
of these demographic changes. 


Conclusion 


As can be seen, the Canadian family has 
undergone a number of changes in the last 
two decades. Also, the baby boomers have 
slowly begun to move from the young- 
family stage to that of the “empty nest,” 
and some are now getting ready to retire. 

We wanted to see whether these 
changes have been accompanied by shifts 
in the travel market, family trips perhaps 
being more difficult to plan than they once 
were. 

The CTS reveals that family travel as 
a proportion of all travel by Canadians 
has declined over the last two decades, 
losing nearly 10 percentage points. The 
composition of the domestic market has 
therefore changed even though the travel 
habits of families have remained appre- 
ciably the same. 

For the tourist industry, which must 
continually adapt to the realities of the 
market, some adjustments have yet to be 
made. It is now preparing to face the 
greatest surge ever in the market of older 
travellers and will have to modify its 
service offering accordingly. As the 
population ages, the market of travellers 
unaccompanied by children will steadily 
grow. After travel packages geared to the 
family, including children’s meals, 
babysitting and water slides, or week-long 
winter getaways where the children sleep 
and ski for free, will we see getaways 
targeting the grey-haired set or travel 
packages geared to active retired couples, 
including golf, gourmet meals, museums 
and art galleries? 
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Domestic Travel 
Third quarter 1999 


Canadians made 49.6 million trips within 
Canada in the third quarter of 1999, a 
3.8% decline of 2.0 million trips from the 
same period in 1998. This was the first 
quarter for 1999 in which domestic travel 
slackened. 

A strong Canadian economy and a 
better Canada-U.S. exchange rate (1.9%) 
may have spurred Canadians to travel 
more in the United States (12.8%) during 
the third quarter. Pent-up demand had 
probably developed among Canadians 
who had shown less interest in this 
destination during the previous few years. 
Domestic travel weakened in August 
(3.5%) and in September (14.2%) com- 
pared with the same period in 1998. 
However, in July, the number of trips 
made by Canadians in Canada (4.2%) or 
to the United States (8.2%) was higher 
than in July 1998. 

Of the trips made by Canadians within 
Canada in the third quarter of 1999, 20.7 
million were same-day trips and 28.9 
million included at least one night’s stay. 
Compared with the same period last year, 
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the number of same-day trips within 
Canada declined 6.3%, although the 
number of overnight trips dropped only 
2.0%. 

The number of overnight stays for these 
trips differed little from the same period 
of 1998, dropping 0.7% to 113.7 million 
person-nights. Those spent in commercial 
lodgings rose 2.1%, while the number 
spent with family or friends went down 
4.9%. For all domestic trips in the third 
quarter of 1999, 6 out of 10 overnight stays 
were spent in commercial establishments. 

Domestic automobile trips in the third 
quarter of 1999 dropped 4.0% to 
46.2 million, representing 93% of the 
49.6 million trips made across the country. 
However, the number of trips by air 
totalled 1.7 million, a 3.1% rise from the 
same quarter of 1998. The number of bus 
trips rose 16.6% to 1.0 million. Trips by 
other modes of transportation (train, boat, 
etc.) fell 26.4%, barely reaching 
0.7 million of the total number of domestic 
trips. 

Domestic travel expenditures totalled 
$6.9 billion in the third quarter of 1999, a 
6.4% hike over the $6.5 billion recorded a 
year ago. Factors that may have contri- 
buted to this increase included a rise in trip 
costs (5%, according to the Travel Price 
Index), a larger proportion of nights spent 
in commercial accommodations, an 
increase in the average spending per trip, 
greater distances travelled, as well as the 
balmy temperatures in the eastern part of 
the country during the summer of 1999. 

Transportation-related costs repre- 
sented 35% ($2.4 billion) of total travel 
expenditures for the third quarter of 1999, 
a 4.0% increase over the same period of 
1998. This hike may have been due to the 
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rise in prices of gasoline and local trans- 
portation, along with a greater number of 
trips by airplane and bus. 

Food and beverage expenditures were 
second in importance and accounted for 
25% ($1.7 billion) of travel expenditures, 
a 5.7% rise over the third quarter of 1999. 
This increase was greater than the price 
hikes recorded for this category of expen- 
ditures, which would suggest travellers 
were not stingy when it came to buying 
food and drink on their trips. 

Expenditures for accommodation 
made up 20% ($1.4 billion) of total travel 
costs, up 11% in the third quarter of 1999. 
This advance was due to the marked 
increase in accommodation prices (6.2%, 
according to the Travel Price Index), 
combined with a greater proportion of 
nights in commercial accommodation. 
The last category of expenditures, which 
increased 7.2% and covers recreation, 
entertainment and miscellaneous, repre- 
sented the remaining 20% ($1.4 billion) 
of total travel costs. 

In the third quarter of 1999, domestic 
overnight visitors travelled a one-way 
distance of 445 km per trip, and spent 
$205 per person per trip and $52 per 
person per night. For the same period last 
year, the distance travelled stood at 
433 km per trip while expenditures per 
person averaged $188 per trip and $48 
per night. 
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Characteristics of 


International Travellers 
Third quarter 1999 


International travel to Canada expanded 
in the third quarter of 1999 as Asian travel 
markets responded to improved economic 
conditions and travel from the United 
States levelled out. 

International tourists made 8.4 million 
overnight trips to Canada during the third 
quarter of 1999, up 2.1% from the same 
quarter a year earlier. 

More than three-quarters of these trips, 
about 6.6 million, came from the United 
States, an increase of just 1.0%. This 
followed a modest 0.9% increase in the 
second quarter. 

On the other hand, overnight travel to 
Canada from overseas destinations 
expanded 6.2% to 1.8 million, the third 
consecutive quarterly increase. Travel 
from Asia alone increased 10.5%, making 
up for lost ground during the Asian 
economic Crisis. 

Overnight travellers from the United 
States injected almost $3.3 billion 
(seasonally unadjusted) into the Canadian 
economy in the third quarter of 1999, up 
4.2% over the same period in 1998. They 
spent about $494 per trip, up 3.2%. 

Travel from the United States rose in 
all eastern provinces, with Nova Scotia 
recording the largest gain. However, travel 
from south of the border declined in all 
western provinces, particularly in 
Saskatchewan, where the number of 
overnight trips from the United States fell 
22.2%. 

Air travel from the United States to 
Canada expanded just 3.0% in the third 
quarter, compared with an average 12% 
growth rate during the third quarters of 
the last four years. Americans made 1.5% 
more automobile trips to Canada in the 
third quarter. 

Residents from countries other than the 
United States made 1.8 million trips to 
Canada in the third quarter, up 6.2% over 
the same quarter in 1998. This followed a 
2.2% improvement in the second quarter 
of 1999. 

Overseas visitors spent $2.2 billion 
(unadjusted) in the third quarter of 1999, 
9.5% more than in the same quarter of 
1998. 

Canadians made 4.7 million overnight 
trips to the United States in the third 


quarter of 1999, up 12.9%, the first 
double-digit increase since 1991. The 
Canadian dollar rose 1.9% against its U.S. 
counterpart during the third quarter of 
1999, after falling in value throughout 
most of 1998. Canadians spent over $2 
billion (unadjusted) south of the border 
in the third quarter, a 24.6% gain com- 
pared with the same period in 1998. 

Canadians made 4.6% fewer overseas 
trips (987,000) in the third quarter, halting 
the growing trend in overseas outbound 
travel. They spent $1.5 billion (unad- 
justed) during these trips, a 7.4% decline 
over the same quarter in 1998.

1999 and fourth quarter 1999 
(preliminary) 


Foreigners injected record amounts of 
cash into the Canadian economy in 1999, 
pushing Canada's international travel 
deficit down to its lowest level in more 
than a decade. Non-residents spent a 
record $14.9 billion in Canada, up 6.7% 
from 1998. Meanwhile, Canadians spent 
$16.8 billion in other countries last year, 
an increase of 5.1%. 

The resulting deficit of just under 
$1.9 billion was the lowest since 1987 
($1.7 billion). The revised deficit for 1998 
was just over $2.0 billion. 

Most of this decline was attributable 
to foreign travellers, who made a record 
49.1 million trips to Canada last year, up 
2.1% from 1998-the seventh consecutive 
annual increase. For their part, Canadians

Travel deficit with United 
States rises despite record 
spending in Canada by 
Americans 


Canada's travel deficit with the United 
States rose in 1999 as increased spending 
by Canadians south of the border ex- 
ceeded record spending by American 
travellers in Canada. 

American travellers to Canada spent a 
record $9.1 billion in 1999, up 5.4% from 
the previous high of $8.7 billion in 
1998. Canadians, meanwhile, spent 
$10.5 billion south of the border, a 6.5% 
increase. 

As a result, the travel deficit with the 
United States rose from a revised 
$1.2 billion in 1998 to just over 
$1.4 billion last year. This increase in the 
travel deficit occurred with the Canadian 
dollar at an average of 67 U.S. cents, 
practically unchanged from 1998. 

Americans made 44.6 million trips to 
Canada last year, up 1.8 % over 1998. 
Canadians, for their part, made 
42.2 million trips to the United States, 
down 1.3%. This decrease was attribu- 
table mostly to a 4.5% decline in the 
number of same-day car trips to the 
United States, which fell to 27.1 million. 
The number of Canadians' overnight trips 
south of the border climbed 5.1% to 
14.1 million. 


Travellers from Asia making 
up for lost ground 


Canada's travel deficit with countries 
other than the United States improved in 
1999 as residents of overseas countries 
made up much of the ground they lost the 
previous year in the wake of the Asian 
economic crisis. 

In 1999, travellers from overseas 
countries spent a record $5.7 billion in 
Canada, an 8.8% increase from the year 
before. Canadian spending in overseas 
countries reached a record $6.2 billion, 
up 2.7%. The resulting travel deficit 
between Canada and overseas countries 
fell from a revised $785 million in 1998, 
down to $485 million last year. 

Overseas residents made 4.4 million 
trips last year to Canada, up 5.2% on the 
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heels of a significant increase in Asian 
travel. Asian residents accounted for 
1.3 million of these trips, a 7.6% increase. 
By comparison, Canadians made 
4.3 million trips to overseas destinations 
in 1999, 0.8% more than the year before. 


Fourth quarter 1999: Travel 
deficit on the rise 


Canada's travel deficit with the rest of the 
world rose during the fourth quarter of 
1999 compared with the previous quarter.

Canadians spent $616 million more 
internationally than foreigners spent in 
Canada, up from a revised $575 million 
deficit during the previous three months. 

This higher deficit occurred primarily 
because of increased spending by Cana- 
dians travelling in overseas countries. 
Canada's travel deficit with overseas 
nations soared from a revised level of only 
$3 million in the third quarter to 
$231 million in the fourth. By contrast, 
the deficit with the United States fell over 
the same period from a revised $572 
million to $385 million.

In the fourth quarter, Canadians spent 
a record of just under $1.7 billion in 
overseas countries, a jump from the 
previous quarter of 20.1%. Meanwhile, 
residents of overseas countries spent $1.5 
billion in Canada, up 3.9% from the third 
quarter. 

From the third to the fourth quarter, 
Canadian spending in the United States 
declined 7.4% to just over $2.6 billion. 
Meanwhile, spending by Americans in 
Canada fell 1.0% to $2.2 billion. 


Travel Price Index 
Fourth quarter of 1999 and 
Year 1999 


TPI up 5.6% from same 
period last year 


In the fourth quarter of 1999, consumers 
experienced a 5.6% increase in the prices 
of goods and services included in the 
Travel Price Index basket, compared with 
the same quarter of last year. This is the 
largest fourth-quarter increase since 1991. 
All components of the TPI were up 
between the fourth quarter of 1998 and 
the same quarter of 1999 . The largest 
price increases were in inter-city trans- 
portation and operation of automotive 
vehicles, at 10.1% and 8.7% respectively. 
Since consumers devote approximately 
40% of their overall travel budget to those 
items, these increases are especially 
important to them. Traveller accommoda- 
tion, which accounted for 16.1% of the 
travel budget in the fourth quarter of 1999, 
rose 4.9% compared with the fourth 
quarter of 1998. 

By comparison, the Consumer Price 
Index (CPI), which measures the change 
in the prices of all goods and services, 
stood at 111.5, up 2.4% from the fourth 
quarter of 1998. 
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TPI down 2.9% from 
preceding quarter 


The Travel Price Index was down 2.9% 
in the fourth quarter of 1999 in 
comparison with the preceding quarter. 
The 17.5% reduction in the cost of 
traveller and the reduction in inter-city 
transportation prices also contributed to 
the overall drop in the TPI in the fourth 
quarter of 1999. In fact, the decrease in 
the prices of these two major components 
largely offset the increases in almost all 
other components. 

During the fourth quarter of 1999, the 
cost of all goods and services covered by 
the Consumer Price Index was up 0.4% 
compared with the preceding quarter. 


Average annual TPI for 1999 
up 4.6% from 1998 


Compared with the average for 1998, the 
average TPI for 1999 was up 4.6%, the 
largest year-over-year increase since 
1991. The TPI and the CPI are now nearly 
14 points apart, the widest gap ever 
recorded. 

Apart from photographic equipment, 
all components of the TPI were up in 1999 
in comparison with 1998. The largest 
increase was in inter-city transportation, 
followed by traveller accommodation. 
While the reduction in accommodation 
prices between August and December was 
actually slightly greater than in the 
corresponding period of last year, the 
increase in summer rates between May 
and June was larger in 1999 than in 1998. 
Costs related to the operation of auto- 
motive vehicles rose, on average, 4.1% 
between 1998 and 1999.

Overview of International Travel 


by Monique Beyrouti 


verall, the total number of foreign travellers to Canada 
rose 2.1% in 1999 (Table 1), compared to a 6.6% 
increase in 1998. This was the seventh consecutive 
annual increase. The number of United States travellers grew 
only 1.8% in 1999, after advancing 8.3% in 1998. Visitation 
from all other countries recovered in 1999, with the total 
number of travellers rising 5.2% after declining 8.3% in 1998. 
This rise was mainly due to a 4.1% increase in the number of 
European travellers and a 7.0% increase in the number of 
travellers from the Asia Pacific region. In 1998, the number of 
travellers from that region fell 19.5%. 

The number of jobs generated by tourism activities, as 
measured by the number of persons employed part-time or full- 
time, rose to 524,300 in 1999, up 1.2% from the previous year. 
In 1998, job growth was 3.0%. In fact, there was slower growth 
in all major job categories in 1999. Furthermore, tourism 
employment growth was outpaced by that of the total business 
sector (3.5%), while for the year 1998, these increases were 
almost equal. 


International travel to Canada - 1999 


For all trip lengths combined, Canada received 49 million 
foreign travellers in 1999 (Table 1). As a result of these trips, 
$13.8 billion was spent in Canada. 

United States residents made a total of 44.6 million trips, of 
which 66% were same-day trips, while travellers from overseas 
countries made 4.4 million trips. The latter group accounted 
for almost 36% of total expenditures of foreign travellers to 

| Canada. 


The overseas market 


After two consecutive years of decline, the market consisting 
of overseas overnight travel to Canada rebounded 6.4% in 1999 
(Table 1). This growth was not enough to bring travel back to 
the level attained in 1996, before the downturn; nevertheless,

the spending in Canada was 8.4%! higher 
than in 1996. Between 1998 and 1999, 
the growth in overnight visits by travellers 
from all overseas countries resulted in 
9.5% increase in travel receipts for the 
same period. 

The robust travel figures reflect a 
sizable increase in visits to British 
Columbia, since visits to Ontario remained 
stable while those to Quebec declined 
slightly. Those three provinces received 
three-fourths of overseas visits in 1999, 
down slightly from the 77% recorded in 
1998. As a result, the portion of travel 
receipts collected by those provinces was 
also down slightly: 78% in 1999 com- 
pared to 80% in 1998. 

While the disruption of the overseas 
travel market to Canada that was caused 
a few years ago by the crisis in Asian 
coutries seems to be a thing of the past, 
travel from Asia is recovering fairly 
slowly. Nevertheless, Asia accounted for

29.3% of all trips to Canada from overseas 
countries (Table 2), up only slightly from 
1998. The Asian share of the overseas 
travel market to Canada peaked at 34.5% 
in 1996. 

Since 1991, depending on the econo- 
mic situation and global politics, the 
overseas travel market has fluctuated 
widely. Thus, in 1991, there was a small 
decrease of 1.6% in trips made by 
overseas residents to Canada. The follow- 
ing year saw a slight recovery, but it was 
not enough to regain the volume of travel 
that Canada had experienced in 1990. 
Only the number of travellers from 
Germany and France had then exceeded 
the levels reached in 1990. 

Finally, in 1994, Canada’s overseas 
travel market rebounded strongly, rising 
11.3% compared to 1993. This recovery 
lasted two more years, with growth rates 
of 14.5% and 11.5% respectively for 1995 
and 1996. 
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The largest contingent of overseas 
travellers to Canada in 1999 came from 
the United Kingdom, followed, in declin- 
ing order, by Japan, France and Germany 
(Table 3). These four markets alone 
accounted for half of overnight visits to 
Canada in 1999 and generated a corres- 
ponding level of receipts. 

The biggest spenders came from 
Taiwan, and it was in Quebec that they 
spent the most in 1999, namely $1,492 
per visit. One reason that they spent the 
most was that they stayed longer. On 
average, the duration of their trips was 
17 nights, compared to 9 nights for 
tourists from Hong Kong and 12 nights 
for those from Australia. 

Among Canada’s top ten overseas 
tourist markets, Hong Kong was the only 


Table 3 


one to produce fewer travellers to Canada 
in 1999 than in 1998. As a result, Taiwan 
replaced Honk Kong as the fifth largest 
overseas tourist market; Hong Kong fell 
to seventh. place. The Taiwanese made 
25% more overnight trips to Canada in 
1999 than in 1998, and their trips 
represented 5% of all expenditures made 
in Canada by overseas travellers. 

Furthermore, probably stimulated by 
the recovery in the value of the yen 
against the Canadian dollar from 1998 and 
1999 (Figure 1), the Japanese increased 
their trips to Canada by 7.0% between 
1998 and 1999. The Japanese share of the 
overseas market stood at 12.0%, 
unchanged from 1998. 

During their stays in Canada, Japanese 
travellers spent $572 million in 1999,

representing 12% of all expenditures 
made by travellers from overseas. How- 
ever, despite this growth, Canada has still 
not recouped the losses incurred in this 
market, which alone accounted for 17% 
or the largest share of all overseas travel 
receipts in 1992. 

On the other hand, the Hong Kong 
overnight travel market fell 8.0% between 
1998 and 1999. The losses were registered 
in the first three quarters of 1999, with 
the final quarter posting a slight increase. 

Except for South Americans, overseas 
travellers from all continents increased 
their travel to Canada from 1998 to 1999 
(Table 2). 

For many reasons, including school 
vacation, travellers prefer to come to 
Canada in July, August and September. 
The seasonal breakdown of visits shows 
little change over the years, regardless of 
the province visited. 

Approximately one trip out of two was 
a pleasure or recreational trip and one out 
of four was to visit family or friends. 
British Columbia received a higher 
proportion of travellers in the first quarter 
compared to the other provinces, while 
Ontario received slightly more in the 
second quarter. 

Eleven percent of Europeans who 
came to Canada in 1999 did so primarily 
for a work-related purpose, while the 
corresponding figure for Asians was twice 
as large. Overall, business travel account- 
ed for 17% of trips in the same year. 

In all, trips by parties of five or more 
persons increased at an especially fast 
pace in 1999, as did trips of 10 to 13 nights 
and those of more than one month. For- 
eigners of all age groups increased their 
trips to Canada, except for travellers aged 
25 to 34, whose numbers fell slightly. 

In addition, the data show that while 
overseas residents shopped less in Canada 
than they did in the previous year, they 
participated more often in festivals or 
fairs, sports and visits to national, 
provincial or regional parks. 

By the end of his or her overnight stay 
in Canada in 1999, each overseas traveller 
had spent an average of $1,107. 


Visits to British Columbia 
up sharply 

Overseas visits to British Columbia were 
up 8% between 1998 and 1999. Among 
overseas countries, Japan and the United 
Kingdom were the two largest tourist 
markets for British Columbia, with each

capturing about 18% of the overall 
overseas market in this province in 1999, 
the same percentage as in 1998 (Table 4). 

Compared to other provinces, British 
Columbia receives the lowest proportion 
of business travellers from overseas 
countries. Thus in 1999, as in 1998, 12% 
of overnight trips to British Columbia 
were for business, compared to 16% for 
Canada as a whole. That province also 
receives the lowest proportion of 
travellers visiting family or friends. 
British Columbia instead attracts a large 
proportion of vacationers. Travellers 
mainly stay with family or friends if they

have come to visit them; otherwise they 
opt to stay in a hotel. 


Older travellers reduce their 
trips to Quebec 


Compared to 1998, travellers cut back 
their business visits to Quebec by 13% 
and their holiday visits by 8%. In fact, 
Quebec was visited less by travellers from 
the United Kingdom, Japan and Germany. 
Those three countries accounted for 22% 
of overnight visits to Quebec in 1999 
compared to 26% in 1998. In economic 
terms, residents of those countries spent 
29% less in Quebec in 1999 than in 1998.

British Columbia 


The data show that Quebec was more 
popular among young foreign travellers 
and less popular among older persons in 
1999. In fact, the decrease in visitation to 
that province was almost entirely attribu- 
table to travellers aged 55 and over. In 
1999, 43% of visits to Quebec were made 
by travellers aged 24 and under, compared 
to 39% one year earlier. By comparison, 
in both Ontario and British Columbia, the 
corresponding proportion was 34% in 
1999, one percent less than in the previous 
year. 

Visits to see friends or relatives 
increased sharply in Quebec, rising 18% 
in 1999, This was reflected in travellers’ 
choice of accommodation: the number 
staying in hotels fell by 12%, while the 
number staying in the homes of relatives 
or friends rose by 23%. 

The French have traditionally been, 
and continue to be, the main contingent 
of travellers to Quebec, and no other 
province receives such a large share of 
its visitors from a single country. 


Longer stays in Ontario 


Attracting one third of visits in 1999, 
Ontario remains the most important 
province visited by overseas travellers 
(Figure 2). While visitation to Ontario 
remained fairly stable between 1998 and 
1999, spending increased by 6%. 

European countries accounted for 54% 
of overseas tourists to Ontario. The 
British market, the largest for Ontario and 
accounting for one out of five overnight 
visits from overseas, recorded a slight 
decline from 1998. 

Of all the provinces, Ontario had the 
greatest proportion of tourists staying 
more than a month. In 1999, one-fourth 
of visits entailed a stay of more than one 
month in Ontario. 

On average, each tourist spent $746 
during his or her visit to Ontario. As 
everywhere else in Canada, the Taiwanese 
were the biggest spenders during their 
visits to that province. 


The American market 


Following consecutive annual decreases 
from 1988 to 1993, the United States 
travel market to Canada has been growing 
since 1994. In 1999, it amounted to

44.6 million trips (Table 1), a slight 
increase of 1.8% over the level recorded

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In 1999, American travellers made 
29.4 million same-day trips and 
15.2 million overnight trips (Table 1). 
Americans travelling to Canada and 
returning the same day mainly visited 
Ontario, in a proportion of three visits out 
of four. Furthermore, 81% of their total 
spending in Canada during such visits 
took place in Ontario. Since 1991, the 
devaluation of the Canadian dollar against 
the U.S. dollar has made Canada more 
attractive to Americans, who have a great 
appetite for cross-border shopping. 

In 1999, 47% of the American over- 
night travel market was destined for 
Ontario, 22% for British Columbia and 
13% for Quebec (Figure 3). Half of the 
United States overnight travel market to 
Canada originated from the states of New 
York, Michigan, Washington, California, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, in that order 
(Table 5). 

United States residents were especially 
attracted to same-day shopping in Quebec 
and New Brunswick in 1999; they upped 
their spending in those provinces by a 
whopping 46% and 44% respectively. 
During the same period, their same-day 
visits increased by 13% and 2% respec- 
tively. While Canadians travel to the 
United States throughout the year, 
Americans see Canada as primarily a 
spring or summer destination. 

While on an overnight visit Americans 
spent slightly more in Quebec in 1999 
than they did in Ontario, and as a result, 
Quebec received 13% of toial receipts 
compared to 12% the year before. During 
this period, Ontario’s share of expendi- 
tures fell from 50% to 48%. Other 
provinces’ share remained unchanged. 

In 1999, 42% of Americans chose to 
travel to Canada as couples and 21% in 
parties of three adults, the same propor- 
tions as in 1998. On average, these 
travellers were in Canada for approxi- 
mately 3.8 nights, spending $471 during 
their stay. 


Canadians travelling to 
other countries 


In 1999, trips made by Canadians outside 
their country totalled 46.4 million, down 
slightly from 1998 (Table 6). 

This decrease was attributable to same- 
day trips to the United States, with other 
trips remaining unchanged in relation to 
1998. 
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Canadians to overseas In actual fact, travel was up in the first 
countries half of the year but declined in the second 
half, especially during the summer due to 
Canadians choosing to travel south of the 
border in the summer and the fall of 1999. 

The decline in the value of the French 
franc, the German mark and the pound 
sterling against the Canadian dollar do not 
seem to have motivated more Canadians 


Since 1984, Canadians have reduced the 
number of their overseas trips twice, in 
1986 and 1991. On the rise since 1992, 
these trips totalled 4.3 million in 1999 
(Table 6). This was a slight increase over 
1998, and it represented an outflow of 
$5.9 billion.

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to travel overseas (Figure 4). The volume 
of this type of travel remained relatively 
unchanged from the previous year. 

While the number of trips and travel 
expenditures showed little change overall 
between 1998 and 1999, Canadian travel- 
lers changed their destinations substan- 
tially. More Canadians preferred to relax 
in the sun, doubling their visits to Cuba, 
for example; that country was the destina- 
tion of 7% of all overseas visits of one or 
more nights made by Canadians in 1999, 
compared to 3% in 1998. Among 
European destinations, Canadians as 
usual preferred the United Kingdom, 
which accounted for 15% of their over- 
seas visits of one or more nights. Next 
came France, with 8% of all overnight 
visits, followed by Italy and Germany, 
each with 4% of the market. 


Canadians to the United 
States 


In all, Canadians made 42.2 million trips 
to the United States in 1999, down 1.3% 
from the previous year (Table 6). This 
decrease was attributable mostly to a 
4.5% decline in the number of same-day 
car trips. In fact, during the same period, 
the number of Canadians’ overnight trips 
south of the border climbed 5.1% to 
14.1 million. The growth in this type of 
travel brought an end to the drop in the 
number of trips by Canadians to the 
United States which, after plummeting 
11%, reached an all-time low in 1998. A 
look at past trends shows that after making 
a record 19.1 million overnight trips to 
the United States in 1991, Canadians cut 
back until 1995. The rebound in the 
number of trips of this type was short- 
lived, and the next two years saw new 
declines. The rebound in travel in 1999 
is therefore good news for the U.S. 
economy as well as for air transportation 
companies and travel agencies in Canada. 

On the other hand, same-day trips 
declined 4.3%. However, such trips were 
more costly for Canadians in 1999, who 
spent 24% more than the previous year. 
By comparison, their expenditures during 
overnight trips rose only 6% over the 
same period. 

One trip out of three included at least 
one night in the United States in 1999, 
and such trips accounted for 88% of all 
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expenditures by Canadians in that 
country. 

In 1999, just under half of Canadians 
travelling overnight to the United States 
were Ontario residents. A third of 
Canadians visiting the United States for 
at least one night travelled there by air. 
Business travellers to the United States 
increased their air travel by 14% while 
reducing their automobile trips by 21%. 


Travel account 


In 1999, Canada’s international travel 
account registered a deficit of $1.9 billion, 
a decrease of 6.6% from the previous year. 
This was the lowest balance since 1988. 

The travel account balance between 
Canada and the United States increased 
14.1% in 1999, because expenditures 
increased more rapidly than receipts. 
However, the number of Americans 
travelling to Canada outpaced the number 
of Canadians travelling to the US for the 
second year in a row. Since 1975, 
Canada’s travel account balance with the 
United States has been positive only once, 
in 1986, when it amounted to 
$223 million. Subsequently, Canada’s 
deficit grew steadily, culminating in 1992 
with a deficit of $5.9 billion. 

The travel balance between Canada 
and overseas countries was down 62% in 
relation to the previous year. 

In 1999, travellers from overseas 
countries spent a record $5.9' billion in 
Canada, up 10.8% from 1998. Canadians 
spending in overseas countries reached a 
record $6.2' billion, up 1.4% over 1998. 
Revised figures indicate that Canada 
never achieved a positive travel account 
with overseas countries. 


Cruise Ship Industry 
Booming in Halifax

ome stretch over 8 stories high, 

boast facilities that rival many 

hotels or resorts, including skating 
rinks, theatres, rock climbing walls and 
casinos, to name a few. Cruise ships come 
in all shapes and sizes and they are sailing 
in record numbers to Atlantic Canada and 
in particular to Halifax. 

The boom in the cruise industry is 
causing a surge in visitation to Atlantic 
Canada as cruise lines establish new 
destinations along the Eastern Seaboard. 
Many of these cruises start in New York 
and Boston with ports of call in Halifax 
and Saint John. The cruising industry, 
which has long been established on the 
Pacific coast, is still in the infancy stage 
of development in Eastern Canada. 
However, more cruise lines are adding the 
Atlantic provinces to their ports of call 
each year. For instance, during the 1999 
cruising season there were 73 cruise ship 
calls at Halifax compared to 53 cruise 
calls in 1998. For this year, the Halifax 
Port Authority! has reported bookings to

date for 102 vessels, bringing an esti- 
mated 145,000 passengers to the region. 


Atlantic Region outpaces 
Pacific Region in cruise 
growth 


In 1999, international cruise arrivals to 
the Atlantic region jumped 74% (Table 1), 
outpacing increases of 12% recorded for 
cruise traffic to British Columbia. Nova 
Scotia had the busiest season with cruise 
arrivals more than doubling compared to 
1998. New Brunswick cruise arrivals 
expanded 31% between 1998 and 1999, 
while traffic to Newfoundland was more 
stable. British Columbia maintains the 
lion’s share of cruise arrivals with over 
400,000 international visitors arriving by 
cruise ships. Nonetheless, the Atlantic 
region is emerging as a new destination 
on the cruise scene. 


Tide of cruise passengers 
arrive at Halifax 


In 1999, close to 72,000 international 
visitors arrived at the Port of Halifax by 
cruise ships and other commercial boats” 
(Table 2), making Halifax the second 
busiest cruise stop in Canada, after 
Vancouver. This number excludes those 
passengers aboard cruise ships that visited 
Halifax, but their ship’s first port of call 
was elsewhere in the region (referred to 
as Coasting). These passengers cleared

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Canada Customs at their initial port of 
entry and are not required to do so at 
subsequent ports. According to the 
Halifax Port Authority, the number of 
cruise passengers to Halifax, including 
those on ships that were coasting, was 
108,000 in 1999, up from 48,000 in 1998. 

Cruise traffic has been climbing 
steadily since 1995, but surged by 136% 
in 1999 compared to 1998 due mostly to 
the inaugural sailing to Halifax by the 
Carnival Triumph of Carnival Cruise 
Lines. The arrival of this ship, which has 
a capacity of approximately 3,000 
passengers, was the key reason for the 
unprecedented growth in cruise traffic to 
Halifax in 1999. This ship alone had 19 
calls at Halifax in 1999. 

In total, 16 cruise lines will make ports 
of call at Halifax in 2000. Carnival will 
operate two ships to Halifax with a 
weekly presence from late May through 
to early October. The Carnival Destiny 
and the Carnival Victory, both sister ships 
of the Carnival Triumph, will make a 
total of 26 calls in 2000. These sailings 
will be four or five night cruises depart- 
ing from New York and Boston with ports 
of call at Halifax and/or Saint John. 
Premier Cruises will also have a weekly

Americans dominate cruise 
market 


The vast majority of cruise passengers are 
Americans, since most cruise ships 
travelling to Halifax originate from U.S. 
ports, such as New York and Boston. In 
1999, 93% of cruise passengers arriving 
at Halifax were U.S. residents. 


Cruising season busiest in 
the late summer 


The cruising season generally runs from 
May to the end of October, with the 
months of August and September being 
the busiest periods. In 1999, 37% of all 
cruise passengers arrived in August 
followed by 32% in September. The fall 
foliage cruises are also popular as 16% 
of cruise traffic arrives in October. About 
10% of cruise arrivals are in July. May 
and June are the least busy times with just 
5% of traffic. As cruise companies look 
to expand in this market they may offer 
more tours during the shoulder cruise 
season.

First quarter 2000 
(preliminary) 


The international travel deficit - the 
difference between what Canadians spend 
abroad and what foreigners spend in 
Canada - posted its second lowest result 
in 10 years during the first quarter. 

The deficit was $172 million, second 

only to the 10-year low of $167 million 
set in the first quarter of 1999 and mostly 
attributable to record spending by foreign 
travellers to Canada. 
Foreign travellers injected a record 
$4.1 billion into the economy during the 
first quarter of 2000, up 3.7% from the 
fourth quarter of 1999. At the same time, 
spending by Canadians abroad declined 
4.9% to $4.2 billion. 

Foreigners made 5.1 million overnight 
trips to Canada, up 1.6% from the fourth 
quarter of 1999, while the 4.8 million 
overnight trips by Canadians abroad was 
practically unchanged. 


Travel account surplus with 
overseas countries 


Canada's travel account with countries 
other than the United States posted a 
surplus in the first quarter of 2000. 
Overseas residents spent $58 million more 
in Canada than Canadians did overseas. 
Despite making 1.6% fewer overnight 
trips to Canada, residents of foreign 
countries other than the United States 
spent 6.1% more than in the fourth quarter 
of 1999, a record $1.6 billion. 

Canadians spent and travelled less in 
overseas countries in the first quarter of 
2000 than they did in the fourth quarter 
of 1999. Canadians made 1.1 million 
overnight trips to overseas destinations, 
down 2.1% from the previous quarter. 
Their spending on those trips fell 5.9% to 
$1.5 billion.

Overnight travel and spending by 
Americans in Canada rose in the first 
quarter 2000. Americans took nearly 4.0 
million overnight trips north of the 
border, 2.5% more than in the fourth 
quarter of 1999.

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Spending by Canadians south of the 
border declined 4.3% to just under $2.7 
billion. This occurred despite a 1.3% gain 
of the Canadian dollar over the American 
and an increase of 1.0% in the number of 
overnight trips from Canada to the United 
States. The Canadian dollar increased 
from an average US$0.68 in the fourth 
quarter of 1999 to an average US$0.69 in 
the first quarter of 2000. 

Consequently, the travel deficit with the 
United States decreased for the second 
consecutive quarter to $230 million, down 
from a revised $404 million in the fourth 
quarter 1999. 


Travel Price Index 
First quarter 2000 


TPI up 5.7% from same 
period last year 


In the first quarter of 1999, consumers 
experienced an overall increase of 5.7% 
in the prices of goods and services 
included in the Travel Price Index basket, 
compared with the same quarter of last 
year. This was the largest first-quarter 
change in the TPI since the 11.0% 
increase in the winter of 1991. 

Most of the components of the TPI 
registered price increases between the 
first quarter of 1999 and the same quarter 
of 2000. The sharpest increase was in the 
cost of operation of automotive vehicles, 
which climbed 12.4%. The costs of inter- 
city transportation and of local and 
commuter transportation rose 6.0% and 
3.2% respectively. These increases were 
due in part to the rise in gasoline prices, 
which in turn resulted from production 
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cutbacks by members of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries. In the 
first quarter of 2000, consumers devoted 
38.4% of their overall travel budget to 
those three items. 

The costs of traveller accommodation 
also surged (7.4%). In the first quarter of 
2000, travellers devoted nearly 16.6% of 
their travel expenditures to that item. 

By comparison, the Consumer Price 
Index, which measures the change in the 
prices of all goods and services, stood at 
112.1, up 2.7% from the first quarter of 
1990? 


TPI down 0.4% from 
preceding quarter 


The Travel Price Index was down 0.4% 
in the first quarter of 2000 in comparison 
with the preceding quarter. The reduction 
in the prices of traveller accommodation, 
rental of automotive vehicles and inter- 
city transportation largely offset the 
increases in almost all other components. 
During the first quarter of 2000, the 
cost of all goods and services covered by 
the Consumer Price Index was up 0.5% 
compared with the preceding quarter.

A lone canoe glides along the shore of 

a tranquil blue lake in the early morning sun. The paddlers 

e silent as they spot a moose in the distance, grazing 

beneath the orange, red and golden canopy of trees. A couple 

of quick photographs and the canoe glides on. The paddlers’ 

experience is overwhelming and satisfying. It is one of 

seemingly endless wildlife viewing experiences available in 
Canada. 

Canada, a country made up of diverse landscapes and 
ecosystems, is home to a plethora of unique and amazing 
creatures. It is no wonder that each year both domestic and 
international visitors flock to Canada to explore the country’s 
vast, relatively unspoiled natural areas and to view the birds 
and wildlife that live there. From studying puffins in 
Newfoundland to watching Orcas along the coast of British 
Columbia, from viewing beavers in Ontario’s Algonquin 
Provincial Park to participating in the “Prairie Waterfowl 
Spectacular” in Saskatchewan, bird and wildlife enthusiasts 
are guaranteed a diverse array of experiences that they will 
remember for a lifetime. 

The popularity of bird and wildlife viewing in Canada is 
increasing. In fact, many towns have begun to promote bird 
or wildlife viewing in order to position themselves as important 
destinations for both domestic and international visitors. 
However, the rapid development of bird and wildlife viewing 
operations causes some concern over whether destinations are 
prepared to meet the needs of the tourists that they attract. This 
study aims to help tourism destination planners understand the 
characteristics of domestic bird and wildlife viewing markets 
so that they may be better prepared to meet the demands of 
these groups of travellers.

Introduction 


Bird and wildlife viewing can occur in a 
variety of forms. The options available 
to travellers in Canada range from chance 
encounters of wildlife, to self-guided 
viewing experiences on platforms and 
trails, to organized, commercial guided 
excursions, such as whale watching tours. 
When travellers make excursions for the 
main purpose of watching, studying, 
photographing or feeding wildlife, they 
are participating in what is commonly 
referred to as primary or direct wildlife 
viewing ?. 

More common than primary viewing 
is secondary or indirect bird and wildlife 
viewing, which occurs when travellers 
encounter animals on trips that have pri- 
mary purposes other than to encounter 
wildlife’. In many cases, this type of 
wildlife viewing enhances the outdoor 
experience for the traveller. Could you 
imagine a camping trip without seeing or 
hearing any forms of wildlife? While all 
of us likely would agree that we could do 
without the mosquitoes, most of us would 
be very disappointed if our camping 
experiences were not blessed with the 
presence of other wildlife. Spotting a deer 
or moose in a nearby meadow, listening 
to the hoots of owls on a starry night or 
watching a couple of playful chipmunks 
scurry from tree to tree can all add to 
camping and other recreational experiences. 

While secondary bird wildlife viewing 
plays a significant role in tourism in 
Canada, primary viewing is becoming 
increasingly important as a form of 
tourism experience or product. Over the 
last decade there has been a significant 
increase in the number of outfitters that 
offer primary bird and wildlife viewing 
experiences. One has only to explore the 
World Wide Web to see that there are a 
large number of adventure tourism 
providers who offer a multitude of bird 
and wildlife viewing expeditions. Addi- 
tionally, the number of festivals associated 
with annual migrations of birds and 


wildlife has been rising. For instance, this 
year in British Columbia a number of 
wildlife and nature-related festivals have 
combined to create the Nature Festival 
Association of British Columbia”. If 
trends continue along the same path, birds 
and wildlife will become more important 
to recreation in Canada, and there will 
likely be an increase in the demand for 
tourism products directly related to 
enjoying opportunities to see these 
creatures. 


Canada as a Bird and 
Wildlife Viewing Destination 


It is no wonder that the demand for bird 
and wildlife viewing is increasing in 
Canada, for the Nation is extremely well 
suited for this activity. Canada has a total 
area of almost 10 million square 
kilometres* and is estimated to be home 
to approximately one-third of the world’s 
remaining wilderness. Within this 
wilderness is a variety of different envi- 
ronments: arctic and alpine tundra, 
coniferous and deciduous forests, grass- 
lands, deserts, shrublands, woodlands, 
marine and freshwater, to name a few. 
Each of these environments is home to 
distinct and diverse plants and wildlife 
species. In fact, Canada is home to over 
200 species of mammals, 400 species of 
birds, 1,100 species of fish, 80 species of 
reptiles and amphibians and 30,000 
species of invertebratesf, 

Who is interested in bird and wildlife 
viewing in Canada? While the Nation’s 
wild creatures may be attractive to inter- 
national tourists, highlights from a recent 
study, the Survey on the Importance of 
Nature to Canadians (a joint Federal- 
Provincial-Territorial initiative), indicated 
that Canadians themselves are also very 
interested in birds and wildlife. In 1996, 
an estimated 9 million Canadians (almost 
40% of the population aged 15 and over) 
participated in residential wildlife-related 
activities, which included wildlife 
viewing °. With such a high proportion 
of the population interested in bird and 
wildlife viewing, Canadians represent a 
significant market for many rural tourism

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destinations. This is especially important 
since domestic tourism accounts for 80% 
of the visitor volume in the country. 

However, in order to successfully 
manage the growth of this market, des- 
tination managers should have a good 
understanding of bird and wildlife view- 
ers so that appropriate tourism develop- 
ment can occur. The following section 
outlines key characteristics associated 
with domestic viewing markets as reveal 
the data derived from the 1998 Canadian 
Travel Survey. 


Characteristics Associated 
with Canadian Bird and 
Wildlife Viewers 


In 1998, roughly half of domestic bird and 
wildlife viewers who travelled in Canada 
were married or had common-law rela- 
tionships, while the other half were either 
single or were separated, divorced or 
widowed. The largest proportions of 
viewers were from Ontario (43%) and 
Quebec (22%), followed by British 
Columbia (12%) and Alberta (12%). 
Many bird and wildlife observers were 
Baby Boomers who fell into the 35-54 age 
groups (32%). 


Ontario: The Most 
Frequented Destination 
for Viewers 


A large proportion (41%) of viewers 
indicated that their province of destination 
was Ontario. This should come as no 
surprise, for Ontario offers a variety of 
enticing bird and wildlife viewing 
options. Perhaps one of the most well 
known viewing opportunities in the 
province is bird watching at Point Pelee 
National Park. This park is the smallest 
national park in Canada, but it offers 
spectacular viewing of numerous bird 
species. Each year in May, bird enthu- 
siasts from around the world are encour- 
aged to participate in the Point Pelee 
Festival of Birds to greet some of these 
feathered creatures during their migratory 
journey. 

Almost a quarter (23%) of domestic 
viewers chose Quebec as their province 
of destination, making it the second most 
frequented location. Opportunities to 
view birds and wildlife in Quebec are 
abundant. Examples include whale, 
dolphin and porpoise viewing in the 
Gaspé Peninsula, whale and bird watch- 
ing in the Manicougan Region, and 
watching Caribou herds during their 
migrations in the Nunavik and James Bay 
Regions’, 


British Columbia: Most 
Frequented on a Per 
Capita Basis 


Travellers to British Columbia have the 
opportunity to explore the most biolo- 
gically diverse set of bird and mammal 
species in Canada. Approximately 70% 
of the bird species known to breed in 
Canada can be found in British Columbia, 
as can 72% of the country’s mammal 
species. British Columbia’s bird and 
wildlife diversity may give the province 
a comparative advantage for attracting 
viewers. 

In fact, while British Columbia only 
ranked as the third most frequented 
destination for domestic bird and wildlife 
viewers who travelled in Canada (16% of 
viewers chose British Columbia as their 
destination), it ranked as the number one 
bird and wildlife viewing destination on 
a per capita basis. Each year British 
Columbians and other Canadians visit the 
province to participate in a host of bird 
and wildlife viewing activities. Some of 
the better-known activities are whale- 
watching in Tofino, bald eagle viewing 
and participation in the annual Bald Eagle 
Festival in Brackendale, and observing 
the spawning salmon and sometimes even 
the grizzly bears that feed on them in 
many of British Columbia’s rivers. 


In-Province Travel is Popular 


In-province travel (travellers staying 
within their province of residence) is a 
very common occurrence for domestic 
visitors in Canada. This type of travel 
represents about 80 percent of domestic 
tourism in the country’. It is especially 
apparent in the adventure tourism sector 
— almost 89% of adventure travel opera- 
tors in Canada in 1993 targeted travellers 
from their own province or territory!°. In 
1998, a large proportion of bird and wild- 
life viewers took in-province trips 
(Chart 1). Most notable were viewers 
from Ontario, 94% of who took their trips 
within their home province. Additionally, 
very high proportions of viewers from 
Quebec (91%), Manitoba (91%) and 
Alberta (82%) took in-province trips. In

contrast, the majority of viewers from PEI 
(98%) and New Brunswick (64%) took 
their trips out of province, mainly to 
Ontario. 


Alberta: Attractive to 
Neighbouring Provinces 


Alberta is not only a popular destination 
for its own domestic travellers, but it also 
attracts viewers from British Columbia 
and Saskatchewan. While the majority 
of viewers from British Columbia (68%) 
took in-province trips, about 23%" of 
them took trips to Alberta. Similarly, 
although 60%° of viewers from 
Saskatchewan stayed within their home 
province for their trips, 36%" of them

travelled to Alberta. It is no wonder that 
these out-of-province travellers are 
attracted to Alberta, as there are some 
spectacular viewing opportunities there. 
For instance, one of the best places in the 
province to observe wildlife year-round 
is at Elk Island Provincial Park. The park 
is densely populated with bird and 
wildlife species. It is home to approxi- 
mately 500 plains bison, 400 wood bison, 
400 moose and 1,600 wapiti. The park 
also provides habitats for over 2,000 
beavers and over 228 bird species, includ- 
ing red-eyed vireos, least flycatchers, 
song sparrows, northern saw-whet and 
great horned owls!!. The Alberta Rockies 
also offer excellent bird and wildlife 
viewing opportunities. 


Total Overnight Same- 
Trips Day Trips 


Viewers Take Mostly 
Overnight Road Trips 


Almost all of the trips taken by domestic 
bird and wildlife viewers in 1998 were 
road trips. A full 93% of viewers indi- 
cated that the automobile was the type of 
transportation used for the longest dis- 
tance on their trip. Bird and wildlife 
viewers travelled an average one way 
distance of over 393 km during their trips, 
whereas non-viewers only averaged just 
over 281 km. Additionally, a high propor- 
tion (85%) of excursions by viewers were 
overnight trips compared to 56% for the 
non-viewers (Table 1). On average, 
viewers spent 4.2 nights away from home 
while non-viewers only spent 1.8 nights 
on their trips. 

Those viewers who went on overnight 
trips tended to have more formal educa- 
tion than same-day travellers. About 
64%" of overnight travellers had a post- 
secondary certificate or diploma, while 
only 12%* of them had only some 
secondary education or less. In contrast, 
47% of viewers who took same day trips 
had a post-secondary certificate or 
diploma or university degree, while 27%" 
had only some secondary education or 
less. 


A.Family-Oriented Activity 


Much of the literature related to nature 
observation has tended to emphasize that 
bird and wildlife viewing is an activity 
that is sought out by the aging Baby Boom 
generation. However, data from the 1998 
Canadian Travel Survey indicates that 
while wildlife viewing is indeed attractive 
to Baby Boomers (32% of wildlife view- 
ers were travellers between 35-54 years 
old), it is also important to both younger 
and older adults. Nineteen percent of 
viewers were travellers between 20-34 
years of age, and 16% were over the age - 
of 55. 

Bird and wildlife viewing is quite 
appealing to younger families. Fifty-eight 
percent of all viewers indicated that chil- 
dren from their households accompanied 
them on their trips. Almost half (47%) 
of these people brought 2 children on their 
trips. In comparison, the majority (63%)

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of respondents who did not participate in 
wildlife viewing indicated that they did 
not have any children from their house- 
holds accompany them on their excursions. 

Bird and wildlife viewers who tra- 
velled without children were generally 
older than their family-oriented counter- 
parts. In total, 74% of viewers who 
travelled without children were 35 years 
or older. About 40% of were between the 
ages of 35-54, and another 34% were 55 
years or older. In contrast, those viewers 
who travelled with children were gener- 
ally younger — 40% of them were between 
15-34 years old and 53% fell between 
35-54 years of age.

There were some noticeable differ- 
ences between adults who travelled alone 
compared to those travelling with chil- 
dren. First, those who travelled with chil- 
dren tended to take more summer trips 
(76%) compared to those who did not take 
children (58%), perhaps to correspond 
with the children’s summer vacation and 
possibly to take advantage of the warm 
weather. In fact, a higher proportion of 
those who travelled with children tended 
to participate in outdoor activities that are 
enhanced by nice weather (Chart 2). 
Participation in swimming and other 
water sports was quite high for adults 
travelling with children (79% and 57%

respectively) and was lower for adults 
travelling alone (42% and 31% respec- 
tively). Also, about half of those viewers 
who brought children on their trips 
participated in fishing. Only about a 
quarter (26%) of those who did not bring 
children went fishing. 


Educated but not 
Necessarily Wealthy 


Bird and wildlife viewers tend to be 
formally educated. In 1998, 61% percent 
of Canadian viewers who travelled in 
Canada were graduates with post-second- 
ary certificates or diplomas, or university 
degrees. Overnight trips were more 
popular among viewers who had com- 
pleted a post-secondary program (88%), 
and were less for those with only some 
post-secondary education or less (78%) 
(Table 1). Of all viewers surveyed, a 
higher proportion of those who had com- 
pleted a post-secondary program tended 
to visit national or provincial parks (34%) 
compared to those with only some post- 
secondary education or less (23%). 

While many viewers were educated, 
they were not necessarily wealthy. Since 
bird and wildlife viewing does not always 
require a traveller to purchase expensive 
equipment or to pay lofty participation/ 
entrance fees, it is an activity that can be 
enjoyed by people within a range of 
household incomes. In fact, the house- 
hold income distribution of the domestic 
bird and wildlife viewer segment was 
virtually distributed evenly across all 
income ranges examined in the study 
(Chart 3), with the exception that few 
viewers fell into the under $20,000 
category. 


Summer Months are 
Favoured 


Summers in Canada are generally well 
suited for outdoor recreation. Tempera- 
tures are usually neither too hot nor too 
cold for most activities. Furthermore, 
since winter renders some species of wild- 
life unavailable for observation due to 
hibernation, and because some forms of 
wildlife migrate from the south to Canada 
during the warmer months, summer is an 
optimal time of the year for bird and 
wildlife viewing. It should therefore 
come as no surprise that about 68% of 
the trips taken by bird and wildlife 
viewers occurred in the third quarter of 
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the year, between July and September 
(Chart 4). Trips taken by respondents 
who did not participate in bird or wildlife 
viewing, on the other hand, were more 
spread out throughout the year — only 38% 
of their trips were taken in the third 
quarter. 

The seasonality of wildlife viewing is 
more apparent amongst overnight travel- 
lers when compared to same-day travel- 
lers. In 1998, 71% of overnight trips by 
wildlife viewers took place in the third 
quarter, while only 19% took place in the 
second quarter (April to June). Only 11% 
of overnight viewers travelled in the first 
and fourth quarters (January to March, 
October to December). In contrast, 
approximately 57% of same-day trips 
took place in the third quarter, 20% in the 
second quarter, and 23% in the first and 
fourth quarters. 


Bird and Wildlife Viewers are 
Active 


In addition to watching nature’s creatures, 
viewers also tend to involve themselves 
in a variety of other outdoor activities. All 
viewers were involved:in sports; 88% 
indicated that they went walking or 
hiking, 64% went swimming and 50% 
went sightseeing. Additionally, 46% of 
them participated in other water sports, 
such as kayaking, boating, and scuba

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diving, 40% went fishing, 28% went toa 
national or provincial park, and 23% went 
cycling. 

There are, however, a few notable 
differences in participation incidence 
between visitors to Eastern and Western 
Canada. First, 74% of viewers to the West 
went sightseeing on their trip, while a 
lower proportion of viewers to Canada 
East undertook the same activity (39%). 
Second, 24% percent of viewers who 
visited Western Canada explored historic 
sites compared to only 12% of viewers to 
Eastern Canada. Finally, almost half 
(47%) of wildlife viewers who travelled 
to Western provinces but only a fifth 
(20%) of viewers to Eastern provinces 
went to a national or provincial park. 


Longer Distances, More 
Nights in the West 


There are some additional differences 
between viewers who visited Western 
Canada versus those who visited Eastern 
Canada. For instance, those who took 
trips to the West tended to travel farther 
and spend more time on their trips. About 
93% of viewers’ trips to Western Canada 
lasted one night or more compare to 82% 
of trips to Eastern Canada. On average, 
visitors to Western Canada travelled a one 
way distance just under 550 km and spent 
5.3 nights away from home. In contrast,

viewers journeying to Eastern Canada 
travelled an average distance of just over 
321 km and spent 3.7 nights away from 
home. 

Viewers who visited Western Canada 
also tended to be more family-oriented, 
with 64% of respondents indicating that 
children from their households accom- 
panied them. A smaller proportion (55%) 
of viewers in Eastern Canada had children 
from their households travelling with 
them. Seventy-six percent of those 
viewers who visited Western Canada took 
their trips in the third quarter, compared 
to 65% of those who visited Eastern 
Canada. 


Camping is Popular, 
Especially in Western 
Canada 


Bird and wildlife viewers are often people 
who enjoy the outdoors. Perhaps this is 
one of the reasons that camping is the 
favourite type of accommodation used 
during their trips — 41% of them indicated 
camping (including staying in trailer 
parks) as their main form of accom- 
modation during their trips in 1998. In 
contrast, only 10% of non-viewers chose 
camping as their main accommodation 
type. 

Camping was especially popular for 
those domestic viewers who visited 
Western Canada, 48% of whom chose this 
accommodation type, compared to 37% 
in Eastern Canada. It was also important 
to those viewers with families. Forty- 
three percent of those travelling with their 
children indicated that camping was their 
main form of accommodation, while only 
23% of those travelling without children 
camped. 


More Cottagers in the East 


Cottages were the second most common 
form of accommodation used by bird and 
wildlife viewers when travelling in 
Canada. In 1998, 29% of bird and 
wildlife viewers indicated that cottaging 
was their main form of accommodation. 
Cottaging was more common for those 
viewers who visited Eastern Canada. 
About 33% of them indicated that this was 
their main form of accommodation. In 
contrast, only 19%° of viewers who 
travelled to Western Canada chose 
cottages as their main lodging type. 


So why do more Eastern Canadians 
favour cabins? The answer may lie in the 
availability of suitable cottage property. 
Studies indicate that proximity to water 
and to urban centres are important 
determinants for the location of private 
cottages!?. In Canada, Quebec and 
Ontario are home to the largest area of 
freshwater compared to the remaining 
provinces'*, and both provinces have 
larger and more numerous urban centres. 


Conclusion 


In many regions of the country, large 
numbers of commercial bird and wildlife 
viewing operations are beginning to 
emerge. As Canadians become more 
concerned for endangered species and 
their critical habitats, viewing will likely 
become an increasingly popular tourism 
activity. It will be important to keep track 
of the characteristics associated with this 
tourism market segment so that tourism 
planners and operators can provide the

amenities and services that these travellers 
require. 

This study has revealed several distinct 
characteristics of Canadian bird and wild- 
life viewers that may lead to some tourism 
planning and development considera- 
tions. For example, since family partici- 
pation in bird and wildlife viewing was 
more prominent in the West, tourism mar- 
keters could try to encourage greater 
family participation in viewing activities 
in the East. This could possibly be done 
through innovative marketing in schools 
or in children’s nature magazines. 

The majority of viewers from New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward Island took 
trips outside their province. These 
provinces could place more emphasis on 
promoting primary viewing opportunities 
in order to attract both in and out-of- 
province travellers. 

Previous studies have indicated that 
there is a significant proportion of the 
Canadian population who participate in 
non-commercial or secondary wildlife 
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viewing. Perhaps future efforts could 
focus on promoting primary bird and 
wildlife viewing opportunities to these 
people. Additionally, since viewing is 
currently mainly a summer activity, desti- 
nations could encourage the development 
and promotion of off-season viewing 
opportunities. 

Tourism planners and developers could 
also ensure that infrastructure meets the 
needs of the different segments of the bird 
and wildlife viewing travel population. 
This study has shown that viewers range 
from children to adults over 55 years old, 
and that they come from households with 
a range of incomes. They also tend to 
camp and participate in several outdoor 
activities. Tourism infrastructure should 
therefore be developed keeping these 
other characteristics in mind.

International Travellers 
First quarter 2000 


Boosted by the continued strength of 
American tourism and the growth of 
tourism from Europe and Asia, interna- 
tional travel to Canada in the the first 
three months reached the highest first- 
quarter level in the 26 years that interna- 
tional travel data have been collected. 

Canada hosted close to 2.7 million 
overnight international travellers in first 
quarter, 5.2% more than in the first 
quarter of 1999. Seventy-eight percent of 
them came from the United States. 

About 2.1 million Americans visited 
Canada in the first quarter, 4.5% more 
than in the first quarter of 1999. Most 
regions of the country enjoyed increased 
tourism from the United States. 

The Atlantic provinces recorded the 
largest increase in American visitors 
(15.9%), followed by Quebec (11.9%), 
Alberta (8.7%) and Ontario (3.9%). 
British Columbia saw virtually no change 
(1.3%). 

American overnight travellers injected 
$953 million into the Canadian economy 
in the first quarter, 6.7% more than in the 


first quarter of 1999. They spent about 
$454 per trip, a 2.1% increase. 

Trips by car grew faster than trips by 
air, a situation not seen since the first 
quarter of 1997. In the first quarter of 2000, 
Americans took 1.2 million trips by car, 
up 7.1% from the first quarter of 1999, 
compared with 1.6% more air trips. 
Increases in air travel have generally 
outpaced the growth in car travel, particu- 
larly since the signing of the Open Skies 
Agreement between Canada and the 
United States in 1995. 

Residents from countries other than the 
United States took 585,000 trips to Canada 
in the first quarter, up 7.7% from the first 
quarter of 1999 and the fifth consecutive 
quarterly increase. European and Asian 
markets spurred much of this growth, as 
the number of travellers from these two 
areas rose 8.7% and 9.2%, respectively. 

The latter increase was the result of a 
large influx of travellers from Taiwan and 
South Korea. Traffic from Asian markets 
has been rising since the first quarter of 
1999; 

Overseas travel increased to almost all 
regions in Canada. The Atlantic region 
recorded the largest percentage increase in 
overseas visitors (47.7%), followed by 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan (11.1%). 
Visits from overseas countries grew 4.5% 
in Ontario, 3.4% in British Columbia, 
2.3% in Alberta, and only 0.3% in Quebec. 

Meanwhile, Canadians made 3.2 
million overnight trips to the United States 
in first quarter, up 12.7% from the first 
quarter of 1999 and the fourth consecutive 
year-over-year quarterly increase. 

In contrast, travel by Canadians to 
overseas countries declined 3.2% to 1.4 
million in the first quarter. This was the 
third consecutive year-over-year quarterly

drop in Canadian travel to overseas 
destinations. 

Visits to Mexico, the most popular 
overseas destination in the first quarter, 
reached an all-time high. Canadians made 
411,000 visits to Mexico in first quarter, 
14.5% more than in the first quarter of 
1999. The United Kingdom was the next 
most popular destination, with 135,000 
visits (13.4%). 


> TRENDS 


International Travel 


Account 
Second quarter 2000 
(preliminary) 


The international travel deficit - the 
difference between what Canadians spend 
abroad and foreigners spend in Canada - 
reached its highest level in two years 
during the second quarter. 

The increase was mostly attributable 
to a drop in spending by foreigners 
visiting Canada. Between April and June, 
foreigners injected $3.8 billion in the 
Canadian economy, 9.5% less than in the 
previous quarter. During the same period, 
Canadian’s spending abroad fell 0.4% 
from the first quarter to $4.4 billion. 

This resulted in an international travel 
deficit of $579 million, up from a revised 
$201 million in the first quarter. 


Spending between Canada 
and the United States 
decreases 


Americans made 2.5% fewer overnight 
trips and spent slightly less than $2.2 
billion in Canada during the second 
quarter, down 14.9% from the previous 
quarter. Canadians decreased their

number of overnight trips to the United 
States by 1.1% and spent just under $2.7 
billion, down 3.2% from the previous 
quarter. 

Since the majority of trips between 
Canada and the United States are made 
by car, the rise in gas prices may have 
contributed to the decrease in travel 
spending between the two countries. 

Consequently, the travel deficit with 
the United States rose from a revised $182 
million in the first quarter to slightly less 
than $478 million in the second quarter. 


Record spending by 
Canadians in overseas 
nations 


Canadians increased their number of 
overnight trips to overseas destinations 
from the first quarter to the second by 
9.0% to a record high of 1.2 million, and 
increased their spending by 4.5% to a 
record $1.7 billion. During the same 
period, overseas residents increased their 
number of overnight trips to Canada by 
1.9% and spent slightly less than $1.6 
billion, down 0.7% from the first quarter. 

The result was a deficit with overseas 
nations of slightly less than $102 million, 
up from a revised $19 million in the first 
quarter. 

The appreciation of the Canadian 
dollar against most European currencies 
since the beginning of the year may have 
contributed to the deterioration of 
Canada’s travel balance with overseas 
countries.

Travel Price Index 
Second quarter, 2000 


TPI up 4.2% from the same 
period last year 


In the second quarter of 2000, consumers 
saw a 4.2% increase in the prices of goods 
and services in the Travel Price Index 
basket. Most components of the Travel 
Price Index were up compared to the same 
of quarter of last year. The advance was 
led by a rise of 9.6% in the cost of 
operating automotive vehicles, which in 
part reflects the increase in gasoline 
prices. While the cost of gasoline declined 
in April, it rose in May and June. In the 
second quarter of 2000, 17.3% of all 
travel expenditures in Canada went to the 
use of automotive vehicles. 

Since last year, traveller accommoda- 
tion has risen by 5.0%. Accommodation 
is the second largest expense for travel- 
lers, accounting on average for 18.2 
dollars of each hundred dollars spent. 
During the same period, consumers also 
saw increases of 3.6% and 2.9% respec- 
tively in the costs of local and commuter 
transportation and inter-city transporta- 
tion. The costs of local and commuter 
transportation represent less than 1% of 
the total travel budget. By contrast, inter- 
city transportation is the largest expense 
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of travellers, who devoted 20.3% of their 
travel budget to it in the second quarter 
of 2000. The increase in the cost of inter- 
city transportation is the lowest since the 
second quarter of 1992. 

Between the second quarter of 1991 
and the same quarter of 2000, the cost of 
accommodation advanced nearly 36.0%, 
while the cost of inter-city transportation 
rose nearly 72.0%. Overall, the TPI 
increased by 30.6% during the decade, 
while the CPI grew by 14.8%. 

In comparison, the CPI advanced 2.4% 
in the second quarter of 2000 compared 
to the same quarter of last year. 


TPI up 3.5% over previous 
quarter 


In the second quarter of 2000, the Travel 
Price Index grew by 3.5% compared to 
the previous quarter. The increase is 
mainly due to the rise in traveller accom- 
modation rates. Accommodation costs 
were up 13.3% between the first and 
second quarters of 2000. This increase 
was due in part to the introduction of 
higher summer rate resulting from the 
seasonal increase in the demand for hotel 
services. From April to May, traveller 
accommodation rates rose 10.0%,
